Spring grass and sunshine mark 


the passing of a cloudy moment. 


Russell Eugene Sanford 
1928-1974 


Starvation, overwork, neglect, 
jealousy and apathy finally killed 
motorcycling’s selfless Saint, Russ 
Sanford. But for six years, as 
California's lonely motorcycle 
lobbyist, he turned back the tide 
of dumb laws against bikers and 
led us nearly to the promised land. 

l| don't know why 
motorcycling is so lucky, or what 
we did to deserve the blessing that 
the man Russ Sanford laid on us 
without asking anything for 
himself. But | think we are a God 
damned ungrateful lot of cheap, 
stingy churls for what we did, or 
rather failed to do for Russ 
Sanford while he was here on 
earth. 

A saint is  single-heartedly 
dedicated to a religious task, 
usually with some miracle 
involved, and his life is an 
instruction to us lesser mortals in 
how we could be better than we 
are. Russ Sanford’s life was not 
unsual until seven years ago — 
happily married, two sons grown 
and two daughters coming up, a 
$20,000-a-year civil service job, 
house and pool in the suburbs, a 
couple of bikes for a hobby — in 
short, a typical. American 
middle-class man. 

Then one day Russ was taken 
to the hospital suffering strange 
symptoms. Doctors diagnosed a 
rare heart disease. Only a few 
cases were known to medical 
science, and all had proved fatal 
within a year. There was no cure. 
Russ was informed that he had 
only six months to live. 

Sitting around the house, on 
full disability pay, Sanford had 
time to think, as a man will in 
those circumstances, thinking 
what he had done with his life, 
and of what he would really like 
to do if some miracle could 
restore the rest of his days to him. 

Before the sickness, Russ had 
enjoyed helping his city of 
Sacramento establish a place 
where motorcyclists could trail 
ride. Confined to home, awaiting 
death, Sanford read and thought a 
lot. Against doctors’ orders, he 
painted the house, so Doris, his 
wife would not have that problem 
to worry about when he was gone. 

He read that motorcycling and 
riders were suffering some terrible 
injustices at the hands of the state 
legislature. It seemed certain that 
a helmet law would pass, that all 


the land would be closed to riding, 
that motorcycles were being 
harrassed and banished from the 
transportation and recreation 
scene. And nobody was doing 
much about it. This was the world 
Russ Sanford was leaving to his 
children and, dying, he knew, if he 
only had his life to live, what he 
really wanted to do: devote 
himself to helping motorcycling 
save itself from the government. 

On one of his medical visits, 
the doctor offered a new drug for 
Sanford to try. "It's risky,” 
explained the M.D. "We don't 
know what effect it will have." 

“What the hell harm can it 
do?” laughed the patient. 

Like some kind of storybook 
miracle, the drug instantly cured 
the fatal disease. Russ Sanford's 
life had been handed back to him. 

True to his resolve, the re-born 
Russ Sanford went back to college 
and took a certificate course in 
lobbying (Legislative Advocacy). 
His instructor was a wily old 
Sacramento lobbyist who taught 
Sanford everything he knew. 

"The main thing he taught," 


Russ once said, "was that: 


legislators depend on lobbyists to 
inform them about all the ifs, ands 
and buts of the bills they are 
considering. And to bring up 
legislation that the people want or 
need.” 

Armed with his learning, 
Sanford registered as an official 
lobbyist to the State Legislature, 
on behalf of the ‘motorcycle 
owners, riders and enthusiasts of 
California.’’ (M.O.R.E.) 

Actually, the only motorcycle 
owners, etc. Sanford represented 
at the time were himself, his 
family and a few dozen riding 
buddies. Russ had a strange serene 
optimism, which | guess comes 
from living. in. this world on 
miracle time. He expected the 
money to support his new life of 
service would come from the 
people for whom he was lobbying 
— the motorcycle people. 

He was no businessman and 
Russ Sanford was not for sale. 
Needless to say, he starved to 
death. 

But while he was watching over 
us, while we rode our bikes and 
played our games and had our fun 
and made our mon; Russ Sanford 
racked up a series of wins for 
motorcycling that would fill all of 
the pages of this newspaper. Just 
the highlights: Sanford beat down 
legislation that would. have cost 
the average rider $2,000 a year in 


extra fees, special equipment, 
insurance, etc., and more 
legislation that would have cost 
the industry sixteen to thirty 
million dollars a year. He rewrote 
the registration laws to give 
off-road riders a land equity that 
may yet assure the survival of dirt 
recreation in California and 
quietly killed countless bills aimed 
at criminalizing motorcycle riders. 
Year after year he explained the 
dangers of the helmet law 
successfully. 

Working without money, on 
borrowed credit cards and the 
charity of a few friends, he 
traveled throughout the state 
constantly, putting on trail rides 
for government officials, speaking 
to city and county councils and 
seminars and school boards. He 
did a million little services you 
never heard about. His last act was 
making sure the Los Angeles and 
Orange County supervisors 
exempted motorcycles from their 
recent gas rationing plan. 

Russ never asked much from 
the motorcycle people. A few 
letters to our congressmen, a few 
dollar donations was all he ever 
got, and he spent it on postage, 
telephone and lobbying expenses. 
He borrowed against his life 
insurance until it lapsed. His 
family went on welfare, his house 
was foreclosed, his phone was cut 
Off because he couldn't pay the 
bill, the ‘typewriter was 
repossessed. Still he worked on, 
never failing. AMA offered him a 
job as their Washington D.C. 
lobbyist, but that would have 
meant dropping California's 
problems, so he declined. The MIC 
paid him as a consultant for a few 
months, but he resigned, citing a 
possible conflict between industry 
and consumer interests. He was 
dead honest. 

Now Russ Sanford is just plain 
dead, and it is our fault. We, the 
motorcycle owners, riders and 
enthusiasts of California let him 
down. We killed Russ Sanford as 
surely by our neglect and our 
stinginess as if we had squeezed his 
neck. 

Now we have nothing but our 
shame.

Chaparrals 143.5 Mile Enduro 


Doncha kno

TWENTY-NINE PALMS, CAL., MAR. 3 


"Well," commented one rider phi- 
losophically, “It’s about time we 
had a tough one.” The Chaparrals’ 
Coyote 150 enduro started being 


tough about three days before the 
event. While most Los Angelenos 
were using their three-dollar gas 
limit, purchasable only on the 
correct day, to get back and forth to the 
grocery store, some 400 entrants to the 
Chaparrals’ event were somehow finding 
enough gas to get 200 miles out into the 
desert, and moreover to run their 


scooters 150 miles when they got there. 
Since few vehicles have enough capacity 
to make the trip both out and back, an 
act of faith was required: One had to 
believe that gas stations in the desert 
would be open to fuel the hungry vans 
and campers for the return. They were. 
The plight of some with super-sized 
motor homes was particularly acute. 
One fellow with a rolling chateau 
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Time checks and distances were generally considered 
accurate, complete with "Save the Ecology” notice yet. 


“That damn photographer left his Bultaco in the middle of a 
sandhill again.” A lot of riders had to push over this one.

altogether) was designated as an easy 
one that the women and kids could ride. 
It was easy both in terms of schedule 
speeds and terrain, but in spite of that 
few of the better riders managed to zero 


slightly bigger than my house told me 
he waited in a 30-minute line nine 
times, each time bagging his ten-gallon 
limit to get the 90 gallons he needed for 
the trip! 


The next tough project was making a 
scroll for timekeeping on the Coyote 
150. With 23 speed changes ranging 
from six to 36 miles per hour, and one 
real weirdo of 17.25 MPH, covering an 
eight-hour period (key time ran from 8 
a.m. to 4 p.m.) making the scroll was 
about a two-hour job. (For the 
uninitiated, a“ scroll is sa 
minute-by-minute log of time versus 
distance done on adding machine tape. 
It is taped to two rollers and rolled from 
one to the other as the run progresses, 
and tells the rider what his distance 
should be at any given time, if he’s 
made no mistakes in the roughly 500 
calculations that are required.) 


The first loop (there were three 


the loop. Boredom got to some. 
Creeping along for 42 minutes at 12 
miles per hour was more than they 
could take. There was a well concealed 
check to catch them as soon as they got 
exuberant. Others elected, to their 
sorrow, to take members of the family 
along and faced the hard decision of 
whether to leave the youngsters and 
spouses to their fates in order to stay on 
time, or to lose points when the kids 
said they couldn’t pedal any faster. One 
daddy who didn’t have any problem was 
Bob Steffan whose boy zeroed the loop 
and the tiebreaker. Think Daddy kept 
time for him? Uh uh. They weren’t even 
on the same minute. The younger 
Steffan was an easy winner of the C 
class contest. 





The second loop was nothing like the 
first. It started right off the bat cross 
country at 24 MPH for about five miles, 
then dropped to 17.25 MPH for nine 
miles, Most experienced riders figured 
out that there could be checks at this 
oddball speed average only every eight 
minutes (or 2.3 miles) so they knew just 
about where one of the checks was 
going to be. The problem was getting to 
it, down in a gully at the bottom of a 
hill that looked so steep you wouldn’t 
even like to walk down it. A group of 
riders were sitting on their bikes 
discussing their strategy for getting 
down the hill while the seconds ticked 
away. Finally each made his way down 
except one fellow who said, “I don’t 
believe I want to go down that." And he 
horsed his bike around and went back 
the other way! The hill actually turned 
out to be a pussy cat. Although it 
looked Godawful steep, the sand was so 
deep and soft that it was easy to get 
down. 

After that section there was a 36 
MPH section, mostly on dirt road in the 
middle of which was an emergency gas 
check. From there on there was no let 
up at all. The route went through lots of 
'rock, over tank tracks of World War II 
days, cross grain over ravines and for a 
climax there was a six MPH section with 
a good deep sand hill. If you didn't 
make any mistakes it was possible to get 
over the hill riding, but most riders by 
then were tired and quite a few wound 
up pushing. Dick Johnson, over-thirty 
and well-fed, was one of those who 
made a mistake or two. On his second 
try, thoroughly exhausted from his first 
effort, he missed a shift and came to a 
discouraged stop. A youngster on a 
motocross bike roared up behind him 
and had to clamp on the binders. 
“Why’d you stop there?” yelled the lad. 

Dick, who felt that it should be 
perfectly obvious why he’d stopped 
there, said quietly, “Kid, if you don’t 
get out of here I’m going to drop my 
motorcycle on you.” 

Loop Three covered much the same 
kind of territory as the previous loops, 
but the averages were tighter yet. The 
only feature of the third loop that most 
riders remembered was one of those 
“wall of death” sand canyons where 


you swoop up one side until you're: 


nearly horizontal, and then power down 
to the bottom and soar up the other 
side. If you're a good rider and fairly 
fresh, those can be great fun. On the 
other hand, you can do like Ellie 
Howseman and panic at the top of one 


of the swoops. At that point gravity 
takes over and down you go. There was 
a rumor that Ellie had broken some ribs 
but it's not so. She just collected some 
good bruises. A few other people 
weren’t so lucky. Dave Evans did 
something like a triple endo with one 
and a half twist and a layout at the 
finish. A separated shoulder resulted, but 
some friends (!) put him back on his 
bike so he could finish the event and 
win his class. Bill Ochletree managed to 
break his wrist in the event and there 
were reportedly several broken collar 
bones. The averages were so tight on the 
third loop that almost everyone lost a 
point or two on the last two checks, but 
one fellow riding his very first enduro 
managed to hit the last two checks 
early. The fellow’s name was Jim 
Fishback. He learned to ride on one of 
those little bumpy courses. 

The entire run was 143.5 miles long, 
and no one that I talked to wished it 
was any longer. 

The run was exceptionally well laid 
out with all times and mileages very 
accurate. This is hardly surprising, 
though, because many of the District’s 
top enduro riders are members of the 
Chaparrals. Jay Tullis and Mike Adams 
were loop captains. This run was tough 
enough that riders weren't really talking 
about enjoying it, so much as they were 
expressing satisfaction at having finished 
it. Bud Howsman who lost about 10 
points gave the Chaparrals **eight out of 
10 points,” commenting that “Their 
pacing could have been a bit better. On 
the roads they could have had 24 MPH 
scheduled speeds’ instead of 30 and 36. 
That would have given the guys a little 
chance to rest between tough sections.” 

“Yeah, but then you might have 
finished after dark," said Chaparral Bill 
Adams. It’s a good point. The last man 
was not due until after 5 p.m. as it was.

Romero/Yamaha set one hour 
speed record at Daytona 


Speeds lower than predicted

DAYTONA BEACH, FLA., MAR. 3 


Gene Romero, aboard a TZ700 
Yamaha, broke the ten year old 
world one hour speed record by a 
wide margin today, but he failed 


to set a new one lap AMA closed 
course record and, perhaps most 
importantly, failed to pull the 
MPH speeds that were predicted 
out of the four cylinder water-cooled 
two-stroke road racer. 

Romero, by averaging 150.6725 
MPH, shattered the 144 MPH FIM 
record held since 1964 by Mike 
Hailwood. Mike “The Bike” who is 
currently enjoying success in auto 
racing, set the record with a 500cc MV 
Agusta. 

The pone lap AMA record that 
Romero was shooting for is held by 
Yvon DuHamel who covered the 2.4708 
mile Daytona tri-oval at an average 
speed of 160.199 MPH aboard a 
Kawasaki 900cc Z-1 last March during 
Kawasaki’s assault on the 24 hour 
record. The best that Burrito’s TZ could 
log was a 159.8074 MPH lap, which, 
while it failed to best the DuHamel/Z-1 
record, topped Romero’s old Daytona 
qualifying lap of 157.342 set in 1970 
with a three-cylinder 750cc road racer. 

Romero covered 64 laps plus 58.825 
seconds of a 65th lap in the hour. Earl 
Flanders, best known for his years of 
officiating at Bonneville was the FIM 
timer for the record runs. 

Viewing the runs were several 
hundred early Speed Week arrivals who 
sat glued to their seats for the entire day 
awaiting the late afternoon attempts. 
Among the supporting cast for the 
record attempts were Goodyear's John 
Smith, Champion Spark Plug's Bobby 
Strahlmann and, of course, Kel 


Carruthers, the man responsible for the 
preparation of the large number of 
Yamaha road racers that will attempt to 
win the Daytona 200 this coming 
Sunday. Also in attendance was a 
nervous Gene Romero — no, not the 
Romero who rode — but Gene, Sr.. Gene 
Jr. 075’ puts on a race-face for items 
such as today, but one can say that 
Burrito never really gets nervous about 
anything. .

Bikers exempted 
from gas restrictions 


SACRAMENTO, CAL., MARCH 5 
Heavy lobbying by Russ Sanford, 
late President of Motorcycle Own- 
ers, Riders, and Enthusiasts, 
(M.O.R.E.), has resulted in emer- 
gency California State legislation 
exempting motorcycles from most 
aspect of the state gasoline ration- 
ing program. No longer will gaso- 
line purchases by motorcyclists have to 
exceed a specified dollar value. The new 
law also deletes minimum gallonage 
purchase requirements for motorcycles, 
You can buy as much, or little, as you 
want for your bike. 

Senator Berryhill and Assemblyman 
Chappie have also introduced identical 
Senate and Assembly bills exempting 
motorcyclists from all facets of 
California’s odd-even days gas rationing. 
The bills, carrying the “Emergency 
Legislation” tag, will reach the floor for 
a vote some time this week. 

Both the already completed moves 
and moves currently being considered 
were made in response to Sanford's 
noting that the plan actually 
discouraged people from riding 
fuel-economical motorcycles, and was 
counter-productive in terms of gasoline 
savings. Since many small bore bikes 
will not hold one dollar's worth of gas 
in their tanks, people wanting to ride 
their machines were being forced to 
siphon gas out of their cars, risking 
dangerous and at times fatal gas 
inhalation. 

The requirement that vehicles could 
only be fueled when their gas gauges 
read half empty was restricting the 
range of motorcycles and hampering the 
effective hours in which they could be 
operated without fear of being stranded 
amidst closed gas stations. 

Other legislative action saw the Red 
Rock Canyon State Park bill, AB 2645, 
voted out of committee for final hearing 
next week. The bill prohibits off-road 
vehicle use in the area, a favorite spot of 
family recreationists. e. 


C before A?

BLM "'victory" questionable 


There seems to be some confusion 
concerning the BLM News Release that 
you printed to do with SRA “losing” 
our court case to the BLM. Recognizing 
the governments. propensity toward 
favorable propaganda, I would like to 
set the record straight as to the issues 
involved, what actually happened, and 
the probable future implications. This 
may also aid any other club or 
organization facing denials of race 
permits due to BLM rulings. 

Early in 1973, SRA moved a race 
from one section of private property to 
another at the request of BLM who 
were trying (and still are) to declare the 
area a tortoise reserve. While we could 
not be forced to move from private 
property, we felt the request was 
reasonable and decided to comply. The 
entire area had not been mapped in 
recent years and we moved to an are 
one-half mile from where we had 
intended thereby being partly on 





government land and partly on private 
property. BLM surveyed the course on 
Saturday and issued a trespass notice at 
8:00 that night. We we met with the full 
power of BLM including Penney’s 
representatives to resolve the issue, we 
were hit with a “fine” of $2,000 for 
trespassing on public lands. This after 
being commended by local officials for 
being so cooperative! 

Shortly after that we refused to pay 
the $1 per rider for another race and 
asked officially that the BLM take the 
issues to the courts for clarification as 
to their powers to: 


1) Charge discriminately for the 
recreational use of public lands. 


2) Levy punitive fines in cases of 
administrative procedure. 
During the interim, BLM had refused to 
issue permits to SRA. 


When the case finally came to court, 
BLM asked for a permanent injunction 
barring SRA from putting on desert 
races of any type until we paid them the 
damages which had now risen to 
$3,700. The judgment, which was 
written by our attorney, simply states 
that SRA must apply for permits for 
desert races (nothing new there), and 
the BLM must issue the permits if 
everything else is in order. In addition, 
we offered to post a bond with the 
court stating that 7f the judge rules in 
favor of BLM in the future, we will pay 
any portion of the $3,700 as ordered by 
the court. 


Perhaps I'm being overly optimistic 
but this hardly appears to be a victory 
by the BLM as their press release states. 
By the same token, I do hate to see 
either side in this controversy trying to 
make a major issue of it. There are 
major issues of legality involved here 
that will take time and effort on both 
sides. to resolve and saber-attling 
techniques will avail no-one in the long 
run. My opinion after working with 
BLM and U.S. Attorney personnel is 
that they are anxious to settle the issues 
as much as we are, Restraint and 
cooperation will be the key for working 
out our future in desert usage, not open 
arrogance and antagonism. 


On a final note, we are convinced 
that some issues must be answered in a 
court of law. As in the case at hand, our 
attorney fees will exceed the fine BLM 
has asked for, and we still face the 
outside possibility of having to pay it 
anyway. Many other issues of 
differences can, should, and will, be 
decided by compromise, discussion, and 
frankness with all parties involved. If all 
the issues can only achieve polarity of 
the bikers/ORV folk versus the 
BLM/Sierra Club, etc., then in the end 
all we can hope for is to lose 
unglamorously. Think about it! !

Van Velthoven 


takes Int'l. 
Season MX 
Opener

LUMMEN, BELGIUM, FEB. 24 
Belgian Jaak Van Velthoven, in his 
second ride on a newly designed 
390cc long-stroke Yamaha, 
stunned a crowd of 20,000 by 
placing second and first in the two 
30-minute feature motos of the 
international motocross season 
opener. He beat out Dutchman 
Frans Sigmans on a 360 YZ, who ended 
up second ahead of a star-studded 
line-up. 

Thirty yards from the start of the 
first moto, World 500cc Champion 
Roger DeCoster (Suz) and Swede Ake 
Jonsson (Yam) tangled handlebars. 
Roger hurt his leg and did not continue 
the moto. Ake moved up steadily from 
last place until the damper on his 
monoshock Yamaha stopped damping 
seven minutes before the end of the 
moto, 

250 World Champ Hakan Andersson 
wrenched a knee that he had injured in 
Sweden the week before while braking 
for a fallen rider and finished ninth but 
did not go out for the second moto ona 
doctor’s advice. 

Fierce Finn Heikki Mikkola rode a 
production 400 CR Husqvarna to 
victory in the first moto, with a lead of 
eight seconds over Van Velthoven at the 
end, 

In the second moto start, DeCoster 
collided with American Jim Pomeroy 
(Bul). The collision broke off the front 
brake lever on the Suzuki and cut 
Roger’s hand but he continued to race 
to finish eighth. 

The forward-mounted dampers on 
Jim’s works Bultaco snapped in both 
motos. Two different brands were tried. 
Apparently, neither could stand up to 
Jim's punishing style and the level of 
speed and competition. 

Ake Jonsson got the lead in the 
second moto and was immediately 
attacked by Mikkola. Heikki crashed 
attempting a charge past Ake to take 
the lead and broke his wrist. This left 
Van Velthoven in second. Jaak had 
gotten a good start and was laying back 
of the two front-runners. 

Jaak later admitted that he couldn't 
get past Ake but wasn't too worried 
since Jonsson had DNF'ed the first 
moto. Ake looked back once to see that 
his rear fender had come off and Jaak 
zapped him. Van Velthoven went on to 
win the moto and the overall in the 
biggest international motocross this 
year. Ake finished second with floppy 
handlebars. 

Consistent Belgian Harry Everts, on a 
new design 368cc Puch, was third 
overall ahead of new Husqvarna team 
member Kalevi Vehkonen who surprised 
everybody at Lummen last year on a 
prototype 370 Montesa. 

Brad Lackey was still adapting to his 
new Husqvarna ride and got lapped by 
the front runners in both motos. 

The wounded list of international 
riders was considerable at Lummen. 
Final tally: 

Roger DeCoster — Injured leg and 

cut hand. 

Heikki Mikkola — Broken wrist. 

Gerrit Wolsink — Bruised ribs from 

handlebar. 

Hakan Andersson — Twisted knee.

Spanish Trials Round

MATADEPERA, SPAIN, MAR. 3 
If one needs a description to give 
to the Spanish round of the trials 


championship, it is “the trial 
paradise." In wonderful rocky 
country, in the bottom of a green 
valley beside a dry creek, the 
small village of Matadepera this 
morning lgoks like a scared bee- 
hive. 

Seven official factory teams, 186 
entrants, thousands and thousands of 
enthusiastic fans with their own trial 
bikes, was enough for the old Spanish 
smoking their pipes with serenity and 
waiting for the evening for everything to 
be over. 

The new model 350 Bultaco Sherpas 
ridden by Malcolm Rathmell and the 
Lampkin brothers, were the favorites. A 
new super light frame, a new engine, a 
wonderful design, was enough to make 
them the choice of the spectators and 
the majority of prognosticators. 

Mick Andrews was surrounded by 
dozens of people, so were Richard Sunter 
and Don Smith with their Kawasakis, 
and Gordon Farley on a Suzuki. 

Nobody waited for the Swedish Ulf 
Karlsson, a privateer on a Montesa, who 
had the handicap of wearing number 


131. He was one of the last riders to 
start. 

In a trial like this, starting with a 
high number is a heavy task because, the 
non-stop sections endure one hundred 
knobby tires before you, so when you 
come in the profile has considerably 
changed. 

Ulf Karlsson, incontestably was the 
most regular: with 25 points in the first 
lap and 28 in the second, he took the 
first place in front of Malcolm Rathmell 
who made 41 and only 13 (record lap). 

Malcolm Rathmell also |took the 
most cleans: 26. 

The actual Spanish champion, 
Manuel Soler (That’s Bulto’s 17-year-old 
nephew... Ed.) came into third place 
before Martin Lampkin and Benny 
Sellman. 

To have a specific idea of the 
difficulty of this trial, take section nine.

MOORPARK, CAL., MAR. 3 

The NRA makes it easy to go 
racing and simultaneously have a 
good time. And the variety of 
events they offer is just enough 
different to add spice to the 
humdrum motocross drill that is 
all too prevalent locally. Their 
twist today was an hour and a half 
team race with riders on their own 
scooters switching off every 22 minutes 
or thereabouts. The course wound a 
shade over two miles linking together 
parts of two motocross courses at 
Valley Cycle Park and was well thought 
out with plenty of elevation change. 
Seven dollars and some pie plates got 
Team Turkey entered in time for the 
afternoon practice, another NRA good 
move. Arrive at noon and go racing. 

A lot of other riders who hadn't 
originally planned to race the NRA 
event signed up for the afternoon’s 
250-Open classes including Billy Payne 
and Mike Todd on Maicos, Bryar 
Holcomb and Mark Cook on Bultacos, 
John Rice on a Greeves, and newly 
converted motocrosser, Mitch Mayes, 
along with U.S. 125 GP winner, 
Nils-Arne Nilsson from Team 
Husqvarna. 

There was enough spillover of racers 
who wanted to race from -a cancelled 
nearby event that NRA honcho Jerry 
McNeal was caught surveying the nearly 
70 two-man teams and mumbling, 
“Hmm, we got a lot more than I 
thought.” His attitude seemed to be 
more of concern than promoter “‘pack 
‘em in” greed but the pits never got too 
out of hand as most rider hand-offs in 
the smallish pit area were smooth and 
non-frantic. 

The only problem we noted was with 
running everybody from Beginner to 
Expert by displacement at the same 
time. It was sometimes difficult for 
riders at both ends of the spectrum and 
confusing for those in between. Some 
teenage Experts have their brains in 
their throttle hands and some teenage 
Novices don’t understand the unwritten 
rules of racing, like getting off the track 
promptly if you break or crash. 

It was also unfortunately clear that 
45 minutes of racing was too much for 
the guys whc are used to going WFO for 
15, then taking an hour or two rest. 
Control and concentration got a little 
loose at the end, resulting in lost laps 
and more DNFs. 

Joe Root (Bul) and Jim Hale (Hon) 
pretty well dominated the 100-175 race, 
winning it and the first Expert position, 
The NRA pays cash toExperts so both 
riders took home a handful of green 
stuff as did Expert winners in all the 
other classes. Second overall in this race 
were two Intermediates, Bob 
Garrobrant (Yam) and Steve Taylor 
(Pen). 

The Mini/Powder Puff Combined 
race was delayed while a bulldozer 
cleared off some water and mud that 
stood over the minibikes' cases, but 
thankfully they didn't get too out of 
hand with the Cat and make a TT course 
out of the track. 

Joe Tucci and Ricky Simmons, on 
XR-75s, thought they were going to 
dominate this event and did a pretty fair 
job of it until, with two laps to go, a 
couple of upstart Minibike 
Intermediates, also on Hondas, got by 
them to take the overall win. Jim Cote 
and Keith Aronson were in front when 
the checkered came out and that’s when 
it counts. 

Paulette Napoleone and Cheryl Acres 
(Suz) combined to be the quickest, 
most consistent ladies racing and earned 
their first “big event” overall victory 
together. They were right happy about 
it. 

Dem big Svedes sure bin fast dudes. 
Nils-Arne Nilsson, who is now an R&D 
rider for Husqvarna, was last Expert off 
the line in trying to get familiar with a 
brand new reed valve 250 WR. Mike

Todd (Mai) grabbed the hole shot and 
an early lead but he was eventually 
passed by Bryar Holcomb, flying in his 
best Trans-AMA manner on a 250 Bul. 
(It must have been a superfast Alpina, 
because it had a blue tank, right?) 

Nils-Arne, looking very European 
ridingin a mechanic's coverall, handed 
off to Baja 1000 co-winner Mitch Mayes, 
who has apparently been paying real 
close attention to “Uncle Rolf” 
Tibblin’s Handy Hints for ‘Merkin 
Motocrossers. He is about the smoothest 
19 year-old Expert around and picks his 
lines like he knows what’s happening. 

The Husqvarna pair eventually 
worked into the lead which was 
terminated when Nils-Arne came over a 
blind rise to find a rider straightening 
his bars in the middle of the track. 
Bruises and blood really look 
spectacular on that pale, blonde 
Swedish skin. The 250 WR sorting-out 
session was otherwise judged successful. 

This made the overall battle between 
Todd/Cook (Mai & Bul) and 
Holcolmb/Miller (Bul). Cook and Tood 
came out on top and were first Open 
Experts. 

Cordis Brooks, on a 175 Bultaco, and 
Jeff Blix on a 250 YZ were second in 
the 250 Expert breakdown and second 
Open team were none other than John 
“Ironman” Rice, now riding a 380 
Greeves in Open competition sponsored 
by Nicholson Motors, and the younger 
Joe Kehoe on a 380 CZ. 

The NRA hadn’t finished scoring all 
the Novices, Intermediates and 
Beginners who finished the 36 laps as of 
press time but you’ll read those results 
when we get ‘em. °

AMA motocross monopoly - 


guest editorial /controversy 


Since its inception, the National 
Motorcycle League has attempted 
to avoid any direct confrontation 
with the American Motorcycle 


Association. I, as President of the 
NML, have on numerous occasions 
transmitted through AMA repre- 
sentatives our interest in maintain- 
ing warm relations with the AMA 
through a continuing dialogue. All 
efforts have been met with rebuff or 
simply silence, despite my personal 
respect for a number of hardworking 
AMA employees. The NML is not 
anti-AMA or anti-anything, so long as it 
is not injurious to motorcycle 
competition or what we interpret to be 
inherent American freedoms. 

As a result of receiving numerous 
inquiries from holders of NML licenses 
who also hold AMA professional 
licenses, the promoters of the NML 
Winternational Motocross Series and 
certain industry interests, based on their 
receipt of a letter from the AMA 
pertaining to ‘‘Motocross riders 
competing in the Winter-AMA 
Motocross Series," I feel compelled to 
take an official position on this matter. 

It has been reported to me that the 
signatory authority on the letter, Mr. 
Dave Welch of the AMA, verbally 
reiterated in St, Petersburg, Florida, on 
February 3, 1974, the AMA’s position 
on the matter, ie., that any AMA 
licensee who rode an NML event during 
the running of the Florida Winter-AMA 
Series would jeopardize his possibility 
of running the Daytona motocross event 
or other major AMA events, to include 
fines or exclusion from continued AMA 
membership. 

The NML deplores such a coercive 
tactic attempted to gain rider support 
for their events. We feel this is 
antiquated thinking that smacks of a 
failing bureaucratic establishment when 
challenged by a forward-thinking, 
hard-driving, progressive, young 
organization. While we do not present 
ourselves as a panacea for all the ills of 
motorcycle competition, the National 
Motorcycle League stands on the merits 
of its sanctioned events to attract the 
riders (purse, insurance, originality of 
programming, rider treatment, promoter 
reliability, etc.). 

The NML does not threaten riders 
with loss of licenses or fines for 
competing under other sanctions. We 
feel such a policy is an “establishment” 
tactic, in violation of individual rider 
freedom, damaging to promoters, and, 
in some cases, damaging to the riders’ 
sponsors. We feel a rider has the right to 
be licensed by as many organizations as 
he likes and to enter those events that 
he chooses, Likewise, a motocross 
promoter should be able to sanction 
events under the sanctioning body of his 
choice. If a promoter chooses to run 
races under three different sanctioning 
bodies, that should be his business. 
Furthermore, if the motorcycle industry 
wishes to increase its exposure to the 
public by supporting riders or 
promotion efforts under more than one 
sanctioning body, that's their business. 

NML promoters are able to survive 
such discriminatory practices, for most 
riders see them for exactly what they 
are — infringements on the rights of two 
separate classes of people involved in 
the sporting business of motorcycling. 
The NML does not have to steal AMA's 
top riders anymore than NASCAR had 
to steal champion drivers from USAC, 
SCCA, or the old AAA. One can hardly 
discount NASCAR champions today. 
NML is prepared to create its own 
champions. 

Professional riders who are dual 
licensed have not become contaminated 
nor have they damaged anyone because 
they ran an NML event and should not 
be treated as outlaws. 


It is our contention that AMA 
licensed professional riders are paying 
an exorbitant fee for licenses only to be 
threatened, bullied and  coerced. 
Further, it is our contention that for a 
rider to be penalized under Chapter 
XVII, par. B, 1974 AMA professional 
rulebook in connection with 
participation in the Daytona race or 
WinterAMA Series is in violation of the 
Florida Constitution and certain Federal 
statutes. In the interest of insuring 
protection of the individual rights of 
NML licensees who might be penalized 
by the cited AMA policy, the NML and 
its attorneys will furnish legal assistance 
in case the need arises. 

We hope that the AMA will recognize 
the—folly of their present course of 
action regarding infringement of the 
rights of riders and promoters already 
somewhat disenchanted. We consider 
the AMA of great value to motorcycling 
in many fields and encourage their 
support. However, the competition field 
is a rapidly changing ballgame and 
requires new approaches, new solutions 
to old problems, new progressive ideas, 
and new people on the scene. e

Situation Normal . . . 


An L.A. Times' February 26 
"Energy and Environment" article 
was referred to as “A real screw- 
up” by the staff of California 
State Sen. W. Craig Biddle. In 
referring to the senator's bill, S.B. 
1750, the paper said it would call 
for a lid on motorcycle regis- 
trations and a daylight operating ban on 
high-emission bikes. In fact, this was 
similar to the recently retracted E.P.A. 
proposal for the Los Angeles area, 
which Sen. Biddle had cited as 
motivation for his bill. Instead, his 
proposed legislation would simply give 
the California State Air Resources 
Board new autority to study motorcycle 
emissions and propose future emission 
standards for bikes. However, it seems 
that Board already has authority to 
propose emission standards for all 
potential and actual polluters. 

The next effect of S.B. 1750 would 
be to end the motorcycle's exemption 
from California state motor vehicle 
standards. The  senator's stated 
motivation for this move is to begin a 
state effort to bring motorcycles under 
a control program before the E.P.A. hits 
us with something worse. 

Commenting on this, Bruce 
Henderson of the M.I.C. says there's 
more to it, since the E.P.A. has already 
proposed motorcycle emission standards 
for 1977 and 1979 that the industry 
feels it can live with. 

The bill, introduced on February 25, 
must lie dormant for a mandatory 30 
day period; after which it will be taken 
up by the Senate Policy Committee. If 
passed by the committee, it then goes to 
the Senate floor for action, and, if not 
killed there, on to the Assembly. 

The key question here for bikers is, 
should the exemption for motorcycles 
end now? In an era of acute fuel 
shortages, shouldn’t any measure which 
could affect motorcycle fuel 
consumption be delayed until the crisis 
is past? These would be good questions 
to throw at campaigning politicos in 
1974. °

After the Sweat 
has dried... 


A friend mailed in a poster the 
other day, one which has been 
cropping up on So. Cal. college 
campuses of late. Attributable to 
no identifiable source, it screams 
"Outlaw off-road vehicles" in big 
bold letters, and exhorts all the 
gullible undergrads to write Mr. 
Harrison Loesch, Assistant Secretary for 
Public Land Management to berate 
O.R.V.'s for desecration of the desert. 
(Maybe the phantom poster-perpetrators 
are friends of Mr. Hazelwood). Using 
phrases like, “Their use on public lands 
contributes only noise and noxious 
gases.” the writers deny that off-roaders 
have any valid claim to use public lands at 
all 


"Hmmmm. The undergrads aren't all 
that gullible (Hell, students ride in the 


desert, too); yet Mr. Loesch is bound to 
receive a predictable amount of “‘hate 
O.R.V." mail in response to this 
anonymous prod. It wouldn't hurt if we 
countered with some mail of our own, 
just to say we're alive and well. 

Still, the whole thing ticks me off. 
Some anonymous group of guys decides 
to whomp up an anti-O.R.V. campaign, 
believing they can stir up enough hysteria 
to wipe us right off public lands. Is it 
really so impossible for these people to 
see that we have a place on the land, too? 
Do they think they are the only ones who 
go to the quiet places to unwind? 

Even making an effort to understand 
the radical environmentalist's point of 
view, I find it hard to believe that we 
bikers deserve to be singled out as 
destroyers of the earth. I was out riding at 
Saddleback some days ago, an area which 
obviously sustains intensive O.R.V. 
activity (tongue in cheek, there?). 
Playing trials rider, I had been working 
my way up a long gully, jumping rock 
steps, dodging boulders, horsing the bike 
along with a none-too-delicate prod here 
and there. The trail took an abrupt 
climbing turn out of the gully, and 
attempting to follow, I momentarily let 
the motorcycle take charge. I had just 
enough time to realize I was taking a Five, 
chop the throttle, step off to the high 
side, and bulldog the bike over on top of 
me (better than having it tumble back 
down the gully, breaking things: 
Borrowed bike.) As I sprawled on my 
back, I finally realized I was utterly, 
totally pooped. So I just lay there in the 
grass, listening to the blood pound inside 
my helmet, and digging the otherwise 
roaring silence. Yeah. Silence. Even at 
Saddleback, there are times when the 
land swallows up everybody else, and you 
have to yourself, your own patch of 
ground and sky. 

That patch of ground and sky is what 
all us urban zoo-dwellers are chasing, 
environmental radical and off-roader 
alike. Our differences lie in what we use 
for transportation, and how much time 
our time-clock-punching, pressure 
cooker world allows us to do the chasing. 
With our sprawling urban areas pushing 
the sky further away, the O.R.V. 





becomes an integral part of the 
behavioral pattern of Urban Man. 

If that much can be accepted, then the 
"damage" we do to the environment can 
be judged somewhat more analytically. 
Taken as a part of a total spectrum, the 
motorcycle's impact lies somewhere 
between plowing everything up for a 
housing development and total non-use; 
comparable to the impact of a horse and 
rider. (While motorcycle droppings are 
not exactly natural fertilizer, the rider 
tends to compensate in moments of 
severe emotional stress.) Now where do 
you want to draw the line, fellas? 

We bikers are an obvious fact of life, 
and if we allow ourselves to be muscled 
off the stage by anonymous 
hysteria-hookers, it will be because we, as 
agroup and as individuals, were too dense 
to talk coherently to our opposite 
numbers in the environmentalist 
movement and to the government.

A couple of weeks ago, I remarked 
that it wouldn’t hurt manufactur- 
ers to put forward-mounted rear 
shocks on motocross models of- 
fered to the general public — the 
same suspension used on their 
works bikes. My editor, like most 
editors, could not resist adding an 
editorial comment -~ that possibly the 
reason for non-works swingarms is that 
a bike set up this way is harder to ride 
and set up for the individual rider. 

Much to my joy, I find that 
Husqvarna doesn’t agree with him. The 
photos of their new 250 show the rear 
suspension to be center-mounted on the 
swingarm, so the Swedes must feel that 
those who purchase their 250 class 
wares are entitled to the best. 


Public fancy changes from one brand 
to another year by year depending on 
what the champions are riding and who 
is providing the most in sponsorships. 
But there are always a healthy number 
of riders who don’t buy a machine that 
way and you have to admit that a 
Husky is tops in quality. Although 
mass-produced, I still get the feeling 
that more care is taken with them and 
they don't come off a line that stamps 
bikes out like a cookie cutter on thin 
dough. Maybe I was programmed early 
in life, but I still have that feeling that if 
you turn a Japanese bike upside down 
you're liable to find the word “Spam” 
appearing faintly through the metal. I 
know this is utter nonsense and 
Japanese bikes are as good or better 
than anything built in Europe but that 
feeling persists and has to be thoroughly 
smothered once in a while. 


This is “who will win Daytona” time 
with every journalist who is 
race-oriented making choices. I’m no 
different. This year there just ain’t no 
way you can stick your neck out and 
say who it will be. There are at least six 
riders who are so evenly matched they 
are all fully capable of leading from 
start to finish. No doubt there'll be 
some lead changes. I don’t think we'll 
see anyone jump into the lead and hold 
it for a great length of time. Not until 
the last 50 miles. 200 miles is a long 
way and the win is not always to the 
swiftest. I shall be watching positions 
three through seven. That's where you'll 
see the strategy game played. 

This will be the great Agostini's first 
Daytona race and some, impressed by 
his tremendous record, think he'll win it 
with no sweat. Others will disagree with 
my opinions, but that's half the fun. 


Some say that Ago will be hampered 
by the fact that he is unfamiliar with 
Daytona. Balderdash. With his talent, 
that won't be a factor. What is a factor 
is that he won't have the advantage of 
riding a $40,000 MV Augusta against 
$2,000 machinery as he has in the past. 
When others have had comparable 
machinery, he's been beaten. It's been 
said that he will no doubt demand the 
best bike of the Team Yamahas. Now 


that will be a bit difficult because some 
of them are coming direct from Japan 
‘to Daytona, his included. He has had 
time to modify his to personal needs 
while he was in Japan. 

Kel Carruthers has been doing the 
super tuning on the mounts of Roberts, 
Castro, and Romero, so who will have 
the fastest Yammie remains to be seen. 
Add in that two Japanese riders, Wada 
and Kanaya, will be riding 
Japanese-prepared Yamahas along with 
Finn Teuvo Lanssivuori. 

Besides the official Yamaha team 
there are a raft of privateers on similar 
mounts, several of whom are fully 
capable of taking the top laurels. Dave 
Smith is one who, given some luck or at 
least no bad breaks, could be right in 
there at the end. 


Then there's a certain gentleman 
known to almost everyone as “Bugs” 
riding a Don Vesco-tuned Yammie. 
Richard Mann is much more than a long 
shot bet. I can see him stroking along at 
175 MPH in about fifth place, lap after 
lap like clockwork until the front 
runners start running into the inevitable 
troubles and there he will be. 
Remember the year no one would give 
him a ride, then Honda came up with a 
bike and Dick went out and did ‘em in? 
He's still a long way from being in the 
over-the-hill gang. 

Then there's the Suzuki group. 
Again, every man is capable of winning. 
Sheene, Araoka, Smart, Carr, and our 
own Gary Nixon provide enough 
firepower to keep Yamaha on their toes. 
There’s no doubt that Suzukis will be 
dotted all through the awesome number 
of Yamahas. 


Now look at Kawasaki. What more 
can you say than one name? DuHamel. 
You have to give Art Baumann full 
credit as a very fast spear carrier for the 
“Green Meanie” effort, but DuHamel is 
where it’s at. He has everything going 
for him. His weight and size, absolute 
fearlessness that doesn’t lapse into 
foolhardiness, courage and tenacity of a 
pit bull, all make him a good choice for 
the win. 


If Team Kawasaki can keep from 
running into each other, and Superfrog 
can keep from running over lapped 
riders, I wouldn’t be at all surprised .. . 


As an off-thought, if you've ever 
wondered where he got the name 
"Superfrog," it was given him a bit 
unkindly by members of the British 
motorcycle press because the British 
have never loved the French, and 
French Canadians aren’t exactly in love 
with the British. 


The four-stroke boys like Team 
British; Dave Aldana on Norton and 
Mike Kidd on Triumph, plus 
Harley-Davidson’s Mark Brelsford and 
Gary Scott have been relegated by most 
of the press to just running for points 
towards the Grand National 
Championship. I wouldn’t like to say 
they stand no chance. It wouldn’t be 
the first time that the two-strokes 
started coming apart at the seams all at 
once, But sadly even a four-stroke lover 
like me has to admit that even a finely 
tuned four-banger just can’t produce the 
speed of a two-stroke. But the engines 
aren't as stressed, either, and when 
something like a quick change in track 
temperature occurs the fours don't have 
the carburetion trouble the twos often 
get. (A Yamaha TZ750A is more 
stressed than, say, a Norton road 
racer?... Ed.) 


There’s another thing that could 
affect the outcome of the race. After 
the Daytona 500 stock car race more 
than one driver was heard to complain 
about the bumpy surface on the banked 
turns, No mention was made whether 
bumps occurred on both banks or on 
just one, but they were bad enough to 
give the boys at speeds where the bikes 
will be running (180 MPH) some 
handling difficulties. If a stock car feels 
‘em, imagine what the bikers will go 
through. No, I'd rather not imagine! 

I'm now down to tuning in on my 
hunches for a winner, and three names 
just keep jumping into my 
consciousness: DuHamel, Smart and 
Nixon. But not necessarily in that order, 
although I think I'll go with DuHamel. 
But we'll just have to wait and see.

The fourth round of the Ivan 
Mauger — Barry Briggs “World 
Champions" series in Liverpool, 
Australia produced, as could be 
expected, some classic speedway 
action. While it was Ole Olsen and 
Ivan Mauger who shared meeting 
honors, it was fearless young 
20-year-old Polish sensation, Zenon 
Plech, who absolutely electrified the 
huge crowd, 

Plech stormed to three sensational 
come from behind wins to be the only 
undefeated rider after three starts. He 
looked odds-on to give them a real fight 
in the final but then pain from no less 
an injury than a broken right foot took 
its toll and the Pole missed the 
four-rider final. 

He suffered the injury in a heavy 
collision with Garry Middleton in their 
second outing. Chasing Chris Pusey, 
Cass Middleton poured it on and 
drifted extremely wide entering the 
main chute. Plech saw the opening — as 
big as the harbour heads — and tried to 
pass, but Cass locked-up slightly in 
trying to keep out of the palings and 
came down on the Pole. 

They hit and Middleton spilled 
outwards into the fence and down the 
track. Everyone forgot about Plech, 
who meanwhile coasted into the first 
bend in agony from his right foot and 
collapsed off his Jawa. 

Both boys were heavily shaken but 
managed to front for the re-run. Plech 
lasted the meet before going to the 
hospital for treatment but Garry was 
forced to quit after two more rides. 

Third in last year's speedway World 
Championship, Plech doesn't ride with 
the classical high-elbow action .of say

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Mauger, Olsen, Moore, Collins or 
Boulger — but there’s no doubting that 
he’s on the international scene to stay! 

Olsen, Mauger, and  Newcastle's 
slick-gating test star, Bob Valentine, 
were tied at 18 points after five outings 
apiece — so a run-off would have been 
required even under UK racing. 

The formula used at Liverpool was 
that heats determined four riders for a 
“final” with points in the latter race 
being added on a 6-5-4 basis to the 
rider’s point in the qualifying heats. 

The competition was so close once 
the track became fair that Australian 
Bobby Valentine actually led the final 
after the first half lap but eventually 
placed last. 

Olsen beautifully won the trap from 
the inside but Valentine surged to the 
front in the D-section as Ole moved 
uptrack to hold off a sustained burst 
from Mauger. Edward Jancarz was 
trailing Ivan and looking for a way, 
anywhere, to pass everybody. 

Past the pit gates Olsen burst around 
Valentine to again lead. Mauger went to 
second and was snapping away at Ole 
once more, while Jancarz finally burst 
around Valentine into third spot with a 
lap to go, Mauger kept the pressure on 
Olsen right through the last lap — but 
there was no way the Dashing Dane was 
going to lose this one. 

Early heats didn't favor the visiting 
stars as, in typical Aussie fashion, the 
inside of the track was very damp while 
there was plenty of drive three lanes 
out. Olsen, Mauger, Ronnie Moore, and 
Barry Briggs were just four who used 
their customary pole-hugging stylish 
lines only to have the tearaways burst 
around them. 

Fastest time of the meeting was 
Plech's in the opener: 68.6 seconds. 
Over five seconds inside Ivan Mauger's 
previous record. 

Mauger's second placing in addition 
to his second at Jerilderie took him to a 
one point win over Ole in the Tasman 
side of the series while those fantastic 
Poles, Plech and Jancarz, tied for third 
spot. 

What a superb series it was and 
tribute must be made to Mauger and 
Briggs, the troupe organizers. Simply, 
the troupe was formed from riders who 
mostly make freelance tours “down 
under” anyhow, plus the Poles and 
acouple of “names” to add to the 
occasion. 

The end result was that about a 
hundred thousand fans from 
Christchurch, New Zealand, to Sydney, 
Australia, saw a taste of solo speedway 
racing normally restricted to the tracks 
of Britain and Europe. . .and they loved 
it. ® 
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Baja 1000: We said 
it was screwed up 
and it was.

Our comments on the future and 
past running of the classic Baja 
1000 off-road race elicited a rath- 
er lengthy reply from Bill Martin 
of the Baja Racing Association 
who were not the sanctioning au- 
thority for the last running of the 
1000. 

Now, Dick Miller, co-winner of the 
125 class with Preston Petty on a 
Honda, has further confirmed the fact 
that those who had been paid got their 
money through personal confrontation 
with the Baja Sports Committee, using 
the leverage of some high-powered 
sponsors. The best info at this time 
indicates that the overall motorcycle 
winners, Mitch Mayes and A.C. Bakken 
on a Husqvarna, have not been paid at 
all nor have 125 winners Miller and 
Petty. 

Incredibly, though, the second place 
125 bike of Lim and Armenta, a 
Carabela, has been paid off, even though 
before the running of the event, it was 
agreed amongst the competitors and the 
committee that in the 125 class, it was a 
winner-take-all contest. Of course, ‘the 
second place finisher was a Mexican 
entry on a Mexican bike competing in 
Mexico, The “rules” were changed after 
the completion of the race. Miller and 
Petty were also informed that when, if, 
whatever they are paid for their class 
win, it won’t be the full advertised 
$1200 purse. So far, they, and the 
overall winning Husky entry haven’t 
gotten a peso, or dollar, or anything else 
negotiable. 

We sincerely hope that the whole 
Baja racing scene gets sorted out in time 
to have the 500 and the 1000 this year. 
It is almost too late already for the 500 
(normally scheduled in June) to attract 
all the top-level off-road talent present 
in previous runnings. If some 
promoter-organizer able to get along 
with the Mexican government and pay 


the promised purses would take over, 
we could happily forget the whole mess 
and press on with the business and sport 
of off-road competition. .

It was a neat day. Traction was 
great even though the track got 
rough by day’s end. The gremlins 
were out, snatching chains off, 
pulling front wheels out, grabbing 
gears, etc. They seemed to con- 
centrate mostly on the Expert 
classes.

With two wins behind 
him he led off the line in the third but 
they turned him crossways and dumped 
him in front of the whole pack. He got 
up to fourth by the end of the race.

400 guys turned up, and the line at 
sign-up was a mile long. This was a real 
surprise for the people who run the 
CRC, because it just wasn’t anticipated 
that the turn out would be this heavy. 

The scheduled 10 a.m. start had to 
be delayed. Things were delayed further 
when the ambulance failed to show up 
at the right time. 

Things got underway with the rider's 
meeting, with Jerry McNeal trying to 
talk to a million people over a very 
feeble bullhorn. | think that out of the 
two hundred guys that showed for the 
meeting, only three got Mr. McNeal’s 
instructions straight, Everyone else went 
away with question marks hanging over 
their heads. Besides this some old timer 
decided that the meeting was over early 
and blasted off on his 400 Husky, 
leaving everyone even more confused. 

The start was to be a dead engine, 
banner start; departing from the CRC's 
usual LeMans-type start. From the fast 
start to the bomb, better than 
three-quarters of the course was top 
gear, throttle-pulling stuff with few 
distractions and a lake bed thrown in 
for the road racing freaks. 

The course then led into some rocky 
areas, with some tight whoop-de-doos 
and jumps to keep everybody awake. 
Things got tighter 'til the course led 
down a narrow twisty canyon, then 
back out into the fast stuff again to the 
pits. 

Reaching the pits, each rider had to 
either give his bike to his partner with a 
bandoleer, or if two bikes were used, 
just pass off the bandoleer to the 
partner on the other bike, After this all 
riders were supposed to pass down the 
pit area past the home check to get 
scored. While most did this, others 
didn’t, and headed off for the main 
trail, missing the check, and getting 
disqualified in the process. 

On the first lap of the race, the team 
of Steve Biermann and Ramon Lowe 
(Yam) had it made, but then gave way 
to the team of Terry Harris and Rich 
Jensen on a 125 Penton who held the 
lead for two laps. 

Ironman Bill Saltzman (Hus) pushed 
his way to the front and held it for the 
rest of the race. Now, why do I call 
Saltzman an Ironman? Because this was 
a team race, and each partner would 
take a twenty mile lap then trade off. 
And the race was six laps long: 120 
miles. Bill deserves the Ironman award 
because he ran the entire race by 
himself on his Husky! He led the last 
three laps and won it! That's some 
riding. 

With the lead all locked up by 
Saltzman, it was anybody's guess as to 
who was going to come in second. 
Comin' up on old Bill's tail was the 
team of Ron McClellan and Robert 
Wadlow on a CZ. Not only that, they’re 
novices! 

Ramon Lowe (Yam) came in third, 
nailing down that spot for himself and 
team partner Steve Biermann. 

Finishing fourth was D. L. McEvoy 
on an Open class CZ for first Open 
overall and first Open Novice. D. L. 
McEvoy is one-half of the team of 


McEvoy and McEvoy. Both D. L. and 
Pat (Hus) came all the way from Fresno 
to be in this race today. . 


i First Beginner team was Ed (Suzy 
and Charley (Yam) Mundy of the Dust 


Devils M.C. They were also first Open 
Beginners. 

Before anyone gets too hasty, let me 
be the first to point out that all the 
results are unofficial, and won’t be 
known for sure until the kosher results 
sheets are mailed out. e.

Book review 


How to Win Motocross 


By Gary Bailey and Carl Shipman 


“When learning most things you 
don’t have to go very fast. What 
happens at ten miles an hour is 
exactly the same thing that hap- 
pens at 60 miles an hour. If you fall 
off at ten miles an hour you just roll 
on the ground and you don't get 
huri. Things happened slowly 
enough that you had a chance to see what 
it was that went wrong. Then you know 
how to correct the problem and you can 
go ahead and learn." 

That paragraph, on page 90 of Gary 
Bailey's big book, is worth the $5 price 
by itself. But there is more, lots more. 
Longtime readers of Cycle News know 
that Gary is a third-generation 
motorcyclist, first American to beat the 
European invasion at motocross (on a 
250cc Greeves) and the winningest one 
rider for a couple of years running in 
1969 and 1970 when he used to race 
three classes three and four times a week 
and win them all. 

Next to Evel Knievel, Gary Bailey is 
probably the best known motorcycle 
rider in America, by virtue of the 
motocross schools he teaches around the 
nation. How to Win is the textbook 
Professor Bailey wrote, and it’s all in 
there — all the thousands of questions 
that thousands of MX students have 
asked along with all the right answers. 

If you are racing or planning to race 
motocross How to Win is a must. If you 
participate only as a spectator, it will 
show you what to watch for — how to 
spot a talented rider who may be back in 
the pack, but who knows how to make 
time every lap in a hundred little ways. 

But mainly, Gary’s book will help 
teach you how to go fast and not get hurt. 
In the years I’ve known him, Gary has 
been fast, consistent, even flashy; but he 
never gets burt (except an occasional 
skinned knuckle when he shaves a 
snowfence too close) and his bikes hardly 
ever break. Gary Bailey also has the 
distinction of being the first American to 
make a good living racing motocross in 
this country. 

How to Win Motocross tells how Gary 
does it, and how you can, too.

The Minicycles took the showcase 
at Corona Raceway last Saturday 
morning, as eleven youngsters, 10 
Honda riders and one Indian racer, 
battled it out for top position on 
the tough 1.3 mile course. 

The field was one of the 
best ever assembled at Corona, 
and by far the best this season. In 
attendance was the Mini Cycle National 
Champion, 13-year-old Brian 
Myerscough, who was making only his 
second appearance of the year at 
Corona.

The Norton works acceptably. It 
consistently achieved 45 miles per 
gallon of fuel in mixed around town and 
highway riding. But it was incredibly 
frustrating. It’s a sexy bike with no 
socially acceptable outlets right now. In 
fourth gear, 55 MPH is only about 3500 
RPM. The *'Isolastic" engine mounting 
seems to be designed to damp out 
vibrations starting at 3000 RPM and it 
does. But it isn't until about 4500 RPM 
that everything smooths out and the 
engine starts to come alive and vibration 
disappears aside from a reassuring pulse 
through the seat. At that engine speed, 
there is a pleasingly smooth surge; the 
pipes get authoritative and mellow at 
the same time; and everything starts to 
come together right on up to just short 
of the 7000 redline. 


The Norton likes decreasing radius 
80 MPH turns and its preference gets 
shared with the rider. It will do 55 
straight line miles in an hour 
uncomplainingly day after day but it 
just doesn’t make any sense. Any 
flexo-frame 250 or 350 will do that. 
The Norton can do a lot more. 


The engine is in its second round as 
an 828cc version. The original Norton 
idea was that this was to bc a loper — a 
long-distance low-revver. It may be that, 
but they don't seem to have sacrificed 
much in the area of performance 
through the displacement increase. The 
long-stroke twin still accelerates rapidly 
enough to burn low 13s on the quarter 
mile in stock form with power response 
that is unbelievably satisfying. It is 
smooth above 3000 and pulls and pulls 
and very soon, you're going at a very 
nice rate of speed. We suspect the low 
sound level pipes restrict high RPM 
performance and overall acceleration 
but they are noticeably quieter than the 
roadster model's upswept version. 
"They're not as pretty but they allow 
space for two panniers to be slung for 
its intended touring role. It is still the 
lightest 750 or over monstermachine 
around at about 430 pounds, depending 
on how much gas you can find to put in 
the tank. That, combined with a 
standard 20-tooth countershaft sprocket 
this year help the snappy acceleration 
stay that way. 

The engine features non-unit 
construction, considered to be an 
engineering anachronism among bikes 
that it escapes being an antique because 
it works so well. The gearbox has long 
reversed up-for-low throws but they 
were always positive into the next cog 
and neutral is simple to find at a 
stoplight. Clutch action is very light and 
very crisp. No drag or slip necessary, 
just let it out smoothly and the long 
strokes move you away with a 
sensation of going from trot to canter to 
gallop without any of the bouncing that 
a horse does. The sidecases could stand 
to be recast since some of the curves are 
superfluous but what the 850 Norton 
really needs is an electric starter. 

Every British twin has a secret 
starting formula that it may reluctantly 
share with one or two persistent people, 
usually a long term owner. The Norton 
850, unfortunately was no different. It 
may be part of its character but it 
requires more character and a heavier 
stomp than a lot of otherwise potential 
owners are likely to have. 

The magic tricks that got the Norton 
to kick over when cold went something 
like this. Tickle both 32mm Amal carbs 
until the first drops of petrol just barely 
trickled off the bottom of the float 
bowls. Ignition switch on. Open the 
handlebar-mounted choke all the way, 
and come tromping down something 
fierce on the right side kick starter. It 
would usually go by the third kick. If it 
didn't, turn off the petcock and keep 
trying. It took days to figure this out, 
during which everybody who tried to 
start it soaked the starch out of their 
shirt. Once the drill was mastered, the 
850 always lit off reliably, usually on 
the second stomp, but the British 
motorcycle industry really needs to 
discover the electric starter. It is 
aggravating to many buyers to lay out 
over two grand for a motorcycle that is 
difficult to start. Even with 8.5:1 
compression, it was possible for a 
200-pounder to stand on the kickstarter 
without it falling through. The lack of a 
button to push is keeping a lot of 
people from contributing to the cash 
flow at Norton-Triumph, Ltd. It 
shouldn’t be. More riders should get 





exposed to  fine-handling, 
machines like the 850 Interstate. 

The Interstate had the most oil-tight 
engine ever encountered from England. 
It didn't seep, leak, or drip except for 
two quarter-size spots from the 
crankcase breather tube the first two 
days it was ridden, After that, nothing. 
An oil pressure gauge or warning light 
would be a nice addition since you 
it must be using some oil. “Changing at 
the regular intervals should obviate its 
need,” I can hear them saying at NT but 
if somebody misses their schedule or it 


quick 








suddenly starts to throw oil on one of 
the long trips for which the Interstate is 
supposedly intended, it would be nice 
to know...and a lot cheaper than the 
other consequences, 

Comfort on those 250-mile jaunts is 
good. Controls that are essential feel 
just right for a medium-size rider and 
the seat seems to have the right 
combination of give and firmness to 
provde comfortable buttock support. It 
doesn't feel much. more cramped two 
up. 
The peripheral add-on switches are a

disaster. They are all old-style Lucas, 
constituting two blades and four 
buttons which are unlabeled and 
eternally confusing to operate. The turn 
signal switch, (which is reachable only 
with practice and a stretch when the 
right hand remains on the throttle) is 
down for right, up for left — which 
nobody could ever keep straight in 
actual operation. One of the left side 
buttons is for the headlight flasher, 
which means move over. The other is 
for the horn which is actually resonant 
and audible. One of the right side 
buttons is the kill button, which can’t 
really be reached unless you have super 
long thumbs or take a hand off the 
throttle and the other button doesn’t 
seem to do anything. The left side blade 
is the high-low beam switch. 

The grips are fat and soft and the 
throttle side initially cramps a gloved 
hand but the ache goes away after a few 
miles. From a comfort and safety 
standpoint, this whole handlebar switch 
area is the first thing that Norton should 
pay some attention to redesigning. OK, 
it’s expensive to change but big bike 
riders want more than speed and 
handling. You offer more of that now 
than most cán use, Norton, but to stay 
competitive the little details have to be 
right. 

A bike that is fast enough to get you 
thrown directly in jail in almost any 
state in the Union with bail to match its 
displacement should stop as well. The 
Norton does and 90% of its is due to the 
excellent Lockheed-Norton disc brake 
on the front. It is positive, though not 
very progressive, and works like a 
champ. The rear brake is none of these. 
It is cable-operated with a cable’s 
inherent mushiness, it squeals, and it 
fades pretty rapidly with repeated 
application. Together, they work well 
and slow the bike positively in a 
straight, controlled line. Depend on that 
front disc heavily, as you should. The 
rear is definitely marginal. You will 
probably never notice this, except for 
the squeal, if you’re always using them 
both in a coordinated manner. The 
front is definitely a two-finger squeeze. 

It’s impossible to maintain a low 
profile when you ride an 850 Norton 
Interstate and that is probably one 
reason a good many folks buy them. 
People get involved in it, one way or 
another, if the bike is moving or at rest 
within 100 feet of them. No one can 
ignore it. You are distinctive and you 
attract attention constantly. One person 
who has no particular interest in bikes 
commented, “That is a beautiful 
motorcycle.” Itis. The finish and design 
are an example of what the British can 
really do when they set their minds to 
doing it well. The lines are modern, the 
six gallon tank doesn’t look that big, the 
welds are neat and the chrome is good. 
The paint was the traditional black with 
well-executed gold pinstriping and the 
Gothic “Norton” logo that makes the 
appearance of the whole machine 
classic. It looks appropriately British 
“traditional” but the overall impression 
is not antique. 

There are details about the Norton 
that make it harder to live with than its 
competition. But in the basic qualities 
that make it~ a Norton: power, 
acceleration, handling, and finish, it 
really has no competitors at the price, It 
has a sidestand that is difficult and 
awkward to use and can carve a line 
better than any other street bike you 
can buy for less than $2500. It vibrates 
and shudders at idle and imparts a 
feeling that is all “motorcycle” in the 
best sense of the word from 3000 RPM 
to near redline. Instrumentation is only 
so-so but. the overall finish of the 
machine, chassis and ''coachwork," is 
beautiful to all the senses. 

The Norton 850 Interstate embodies 
all that is best about British road 
machinery but it still retains some of 
the worst. It is the modern 
personification of the classic ''British 
twin" in its biggest, best-handling form. 

It remains one of the most distinctive 
roadsters of all time with a personality 
all its own. If a Jaguar V-12 coupe suits 
your taste in sporty cars, the Norton 
850 Interstate will be its two-wheeled 
equivalent. And it is the only street bike 
that has favorably maintained our 
interest over the years. We hope it will 
always remain a viable alternative to the 
non-British 750 and over machines that 
compete for your devalued dollars. e

Dyno Guard

Crash bars don't present much of a problem formany people...they wouldn't 
be caught dead with a set on their bike, so don't worry about them. Other people 
are never in a situation that causes the most outlandish crash bars imaginable to 
be bothersome. But in the middle... 

I first put crash bars on a bike I owned to get an insurance discount. I put up 
with the fat turkeys for the two years I owned that particular bike, and they did 
help prevent major damage in a couple of corners executed with the wheels in 
the air. 

But when I bought a Honda 500, I decided I had reached the point of not 
needing crash bars, since I had not crashed for over 18 months. 

Ah, youthful confidence. Three weeks after I made that fateful decision | lost 
it on an oil soaked crosswalk stripe across a fast corner and did a big number. 
The street shifted my bike for me when the shift lever contacted the pavement 
after a brief flight, and two shifting forks were bent beyond hope. I had to pull 
the engine and fix the trans, which is hassle at least and downright annoying if 
you don't own a car in addition to your bike. 

So when I bought anew Honda 750 recently, I bought at the same time a set 
of massive crash bars that were remarkably hideous. 1 hated them, but they were 
all the dealer had available. I certainly was not going to risk having to rebuild 
another Honda Four trans because of a street slip. 

The first time my wonder pig and I were in a freeway traffic jam the worst 
thing about the bars became obvious. They just were too big to fit easily 
between lines of traffic. Before it had been no big deal to split lanes, now it was 
a cold sweat ordeal. 

I had seen, Racecrafters Dyno Guards in magazines, but never had seen them 
for sale in shops. When I came across the Racecrafters booth at the Cycle Expo I 
got a catalog and ordered away. 

The Dyno Guards are very small, tucked in crash bars that are just wide 
enough to protect critical engine parts, like protruding engine cases and shift 
levers. They are only available for Honda 750's, 500's, and Kawasaki 900's. 

The complete mounting kit retails for $24.95, and comes with everything you 
need, including an extra length bolt needed on one side. 

Installation on a Honda is a relative hassle. The outboard exhaust pipes must 
be loosened at the head clamps, footrest stay bolts, and muffler joints, and 
swung out. While the bike is sitting there with the pipes stuck out like fins on a 
flying fish, various bolts must be removed. The Dyno Guard bolts right on. The 
forward long under-engine mounting bolt secures the rear ends of the bars, while 
front engine mount bolts secure the front ends. Working slowly and carefully, it 
should take from one half to one full hour to install the Dyno Guard bars. 

There is one drawback to putting these on your Honda. The right hand bar 
will obstruct the bottom points cover screw. You will either have to wedge a 
narrow bladed straight scewdriver into the Phillips head slot at an angle and 
work the screw that way, or remove the bars when you want to adjust or check 
your points. If wedging will not work for you, do not buy Dyno Guards...it 
would be more trouble than it is worth to pull the things off every time the 
points or timing needed attention. We were able to use the screwdriver wedge 
trick, though. 

The only other thing that might bother a rider with a new-installed set of 
these bars is the need to change foot position on the footrests if the rider has 
large boots and rides with his arch on the pegs. The bars will get in the way when 
shifting and braking until the rider adapts to keeping his feet farther back on the 
pegs. 

After installation, the bike looks about three billion times more sanitary, the 
tight traffic squeeze is eliminated, and the motorcycle just becomes a lot more 
down loose to ride in traffic. The Guards seem quite sturdy, and the chrome is 
excellent. If you're inclined to want crash bars without the bulkiness and 
ugliness of conventional sets, and you can make them work for you, this is the 
way to go. And you still get those comprehensive insurance discounts.

Lockhart Oil Cooler Model 600

We won’t go into the reasons people buy oil coolers. If you’re one of those 
who wishes to install an oil cooler, for whatever reason, take a look at this one, 
which fits Honda CB500s and CB750s (and presumably, CB550s as well). 

Lockhart has cooler building and design dialed in. Harley Davidson will 
market Lockhart coolers (to fit Harleys) under the Harley-Davidson name 
zoop, and factories usually don’t put their name on an accessory if it isn't any 
good. 

All the components that go into this complete installation kit are high 
quality. Except for two plastic ties for securing oil lines to frame tubes. . .they 
don’t work. A machined aluminum plate with oil passages and fittings to 
re-route oil flow through the cooler before it enters the stock Honda oil filter is 
fitted between the crankcases and the oil filter housing. 

What is bad about this set up is that it is easy for the average owner to 
block the oil flow by positioning the plate incorrectly. This fact is not made 
clear enough in the installation instructions. The machined oil flow hole in the 
plate must line up exactly with the oil passage exiting the crankcase. More 
explicit instructions are needed in the kit. 

Another hassle is the fact that the cooler mounts on the Honda horn 
mount. The horn must be re-positioned. That sounds easier than it is. After 
you finally find a place to remount your horn and re-wire the affair, you'll 
probably find, as we did, that the horn effectiveness and loudness are greatly 
hampered. It seems that the factory positioning was the best possible for the 
horn design, and anything else just detracts from the horn's usefulness. 

If you're determined enough to put up with those hassles, want the quality, 
and are willing to pay somewhere between $60 and $70 for the outfit, then 
this cooler may be what you're looking for. Get it from LeBard and 
Underwood, 321 E. Imperial Hwy., La Habra, CA 90631 (213/691-0553). 
Dealers can get supplies from Lockhart Industries, 15707 Texaco Ave.,

Hooker Headers

Owners of Honda 500 Fours frequently find their zooty mufflers (that 
looked so neat in the showroom), turn into verdigris after a short spell in the 
real world: they rust out! Price a stock set of replacements, (four header 
pipe/muffler units) and they cost $160.00. So you invest in a set of Hooker 
4-into-2 **Honda" headers for about the same bite, as 1 did one winter ago. 

My Hooker came through one year and about 5,000 miles of neglectful use 
in showroom condition. The kit was easy to install after a brisk rasping with a 
file around the ends, where the pipes collect into the muffler. There was a 
noticeable increase of torque after installing the Hookers, and I could go 100 
miles before switching on reserve, instead of only 95 miles with the stock 
setup. The Hookers were as quiet as stock at first, and a lot better-sounding. 
They don’t “ring” like the stock pipes do. After a few thousand miles they are 
louder, 1 suppose, than stockers. But it is a pleasant sound, almost fourtissimo.

The years of the "Super-Bikes" 
started back in 1970 when 
Triumph and BSA came to 
Daytona with their triple cylin- 
dered four-stroke 750’s. New 
records were promptly established 
and each year following has found 
the “Super-Bikes” coming to the 


two hundred in ever increasing numbers. 

It is odd though, that only once since 
the go-fast introduction of the multi’s 
has the pre-race brand pick won the 
race. In 1970 it was supposed to be 
Triumph or BSA. A Honda four won. 

BSA did win it in 1971 as was 
predicted by many. In 1972 Suzuki was 
the favorite, with their new triples that 
were tearing the tires off the 
water-cooled bombs. A Yamaha 350 
won the race. 

In 1973 Kawasaki was rated as a 
triple runaway with Suzuki taking the 
pole position for good measure, Early in 
the race it was a Kawasaki runaway. At 
the finish the new Yamaha water-cooled 
350’s took four of the first five places 
with a Triumph Triple in fourth and a 
Honda four in sixth. 

For 1974 and Daytona comes 
Yamaha with their new water-cooled 
four cylinder 700's which are supposed 
to be the first massproduced Grand Prix 
bikes ever to hit these shores in 
staggering numbers. The cost is less than 
$3,500, including the fairing! 

Only once before has Yamaha been 
rated the pre-race favorite. It was in 
1969 when they set their sights on 
winning every road race run during the 
week. They won them all, Novice, 
Junior and the Combined. They swept 
the Expert time trials and recorded the 
first 150 MPH lap in time trials — then 
it rained on race day, causing a week's 
delay. 

Harley-Davidson went home, rebuilt 
and came back with five more miles per 
hour. The late Cal Rayborn won the 
race for perhaps the last time for a twin 
cylinder four-stroke. 

Now for the first time since 1969 
Yamaha is returning ready to win the 
race before the first gate or garage door 
is unlocked. In 1969 they had Yvon 
Duhamel and Phil Read to lead the way 
with very few riders in supporting roles. 

Yamaha goes to Daytona this year 
with more good riders on one brand 
than any other time in the history of 
the speedway week dating back to 
1961. 

**Mr. Grand Prix," Giacomo Agostini, 
heads up the effort. He has never raced 
Daytona before, but has won 
eighty-plus FIM Grand Prix races. 

Along with “Ago” on the Yamaha 
Speed Squad is Kenny Roberts who has 
done everything in road racing, except 
win. He ranked second to Gary Nixon 
last season in National Road Race 
points earned. 

Then there is Gene Romero who 
holds the one lap oval time trial record 
at Daytona and has twice finished 
second in the race. Like Roberts, 
Romero has never won a road race but 
has piled up many finishes inside the 
first ten. He can ride the Daytona track 
at speed in his sleep. 

Yamaha also has Teuvo Lanssivuori 
from Finland on their first team, a 
seasoned and experienced FIM veteran 
who is in his prime. Add to this list 
American, Don Castro, who finished in 
the top three at Daytona a few years 
ago in his first try. 

These are just a few of the riders that 
will be on the new machines that tested 
at Daytona a couple of months ago at 
consistent speeds that topped the 180 
MPH mark. Yamaha brought two 
hundred of them into the country for 
an official AMA count. How many of 
them will actually be at Daytona in the 
“200” and the Junior class race is 
anybody’s guess. 

There is no question that Yamaha is 
the pre-race favorite this time. They 
have the machines, the riders and the 
total numbers it takes to dominate a 
race such as Daytona that finds 
anywhere from a third to half the field

dropping out or slowing down before it 
is all over. Yamaha is the favorite at two 
to one odds. 

The challenger this year appears to 
be Suzuki. New manager, new riders and 
improved equipment. Only Yamaha has 
‘more depth and experience but Suzuki 
has gathered their forces and will give 
them a run. 

Leading the effort is Englishman, 
Paul Smart, a two time pole-sitter and 
one of the ranking riders in the world 
who has the Daytona experience to get 
the job done. 

Behind Smart is former Daytona 
winner, Gary Nixon, the latest addition 
to the factory effort. Gary came back in 
stride last year on a Kawasaki, won 
three events and was the high point 
American Road Racer on the National 
Circuit. Nixon is another rider that can 
race Daytona blindfolded. 

Smart’s brother-in-law, Barry Sheene, 
is coming over from England for the 
first time to team with Paul and Gary. 


Gary Nixon, now contending for 
Suzuki, teams up with Smart to 
hold off the Yamaha horde. 


This young man is rated as the best of 
the younger crop of road racers on the 
chilly Isle. 


Rounding out the Suzuki effort is 
Jack Findlay from Italy. Findlay has 
years of experience and won at the Isle 
of Man last year for Suzuki. Guido 
Mandracci was supposed to race 
Daytona for Suzuki but injured himself 
recently in Italy and will probably miss 
the 200. 


So it’s a match-up of the Yamaha 
fours and the Suzuki triples; Suzuki has 
been getting well over 100 horses on the 
dyno in recent tests. They have been the 
fastest bikes at Daytona the past two

years and now bring their largest team 
in total numbers to Daytona. Suzuki, 
four to one odds. 


The surprise of the off-season was 
the cut-back in the Kawasaki team. The 
machines that won five of the nine road 
races last year and ran away in the early 
laps of the ‘73 Daytona. 


The first announcement said they 
would go only with Canadian, Yvon 
DuHamel. Later they changed their 
mind and have re-installed Art 
Baumann. This really meant they 
dropped only Gary Nixon and team 
manager, Bob Hansen from last year’s 
effort. For Daytona you can also look 


for factory test rider, Mashiro Wada, and . 


perhaps American, Hurley Wilvert. 


The fast ones from Kawasaki minus 
win-leader Gary Nixon and his ace 
mechanic, Irv Kanemoto, scale their 
chances down considerably. DuHamel is 
always a threat but has never put it all 
together at Daytona, Kawasaki, eight to 


word is that two cylinders with valves 
are not enough for the win this time. A 
high finish, perhaps. Triumph/Norton at 
ten to one. 

Another team that has cut back and 
comes to Daytona with less than a mob 
is Harley-Davidson. Mark Brelsford and 
Gary Scott are the only two factory road 
racers this year. There will be other 
riders running around the track and pits 
in the orange and black but only 
Brelsford and Scott will have the good 
twins from Milwaukee. 

Scott developed into a far better 
than average road racer on a Triumph 
last year. Brelsford was in the same class 
until his crash a year ago at Daytona. 

Brelsford has never had any kind of 
luck in the 200. If he did, it was all bad, 
ranging from a Short Track crash the 
night before at the stadium to his 
no-fault collision last year. The “Race” 
is just not in his book. : 

Scott crashed three times in his last 
road race, the ‘73 Ontario outing, trying

Triumph and Norton team up for 
their first road race at Daytona. Norton 
has Isle of Man record holders, Peter 
Williams from England and former 
Talladega winner, Dave Aldana. 
Triumph does a solo with young Mike 
Kidd, who is entering only his second 
road race and will be on one of the 
always reliable Trident Triples for the 
first time. Williams and Aldana are on 
the Norton Twins. 

Williams has as much road racing 
experience as any rider on the track and 
Aldana has enough to be considered 
sufficient. Both know their way around 
Daytona as well as anyone, but the 


to drain every pony out of his engine. 
He’ll have to do the same this year at 
Daytona. Harley-Davidson, 15 to one 
based on lack of rider depth and 
number of cylinders. 

So on paper, at least, it boils down to 
a Yamaha-Suzuki match-up with 
DuHamel and his Kawasaki thrown in 
during the early laps for good measure.

Take a look at your motorcycle. A 
thing of beauty, isn’t it? Bet you 
have spent some hard earned cash 
for accessories. Of course you are 


proud of the machine. 

What do you do with your 
bike? Use it to go to work and 
park it in the regular parking area? 
Or use it to go to school, and chain it up 
against a post? Or go to the country 
over the weekend? Take another good 
look at your bike. If I wanted to, I 
could steal that machine. Since I wear a 
badge, I want you to keep it. 

Why would anyone want to steal 
your bike and what would he do with it 
once he had it? Steal just five of them 
and you can ship them abroad, to places 
where no questions are asked, and they 
will bring a fancy price. A second reason 
for stealing motivates "Strippers." They 
sell the parts and accessories to people 
who ask no questions when they get a 
bargain. The “Strippers” have become a 
well organized group. A third reason is 
for personal use or resale. With forged 
papers it can go into the second hand 
market or be used by the thief himself. 

How are “‘they” going to steal your 
motorcycle? They may have a group 
and one of them may have already 
spotted or “fingered” your motorcycle. 
At night do you leave it outside your 
home or apartment? At three in the 
morning a van could pull up near_it. 
Two men get out. They are the 
“lookouts.” They know just about 
when the police patrol car makes its 
rounds in the area, and if there are any 
regular police officers or auxiliary police 
officers in the vicinity. Two husky men 
get that bike in a split second time into 
the truck, and away they go. It’s that 
simple. 


In the morning when you see it isn’t 
there, you wonder how they cut 
through the heavy chain you had 
around your cycle. That they will cut 
later in their place of operation, be it a 
garage, a machine shop, or the basement 
of a private house. 

When you do park your scooter at 
night this way, you are taking a 
calculated. risk. If you use a chain, get 
the heaviest and toughest one on the 
market. There are chains you can go 
through with a heavy chain cutter, and 
there are chains you need a torch to 
burn through. But also remember your 
weakest link may be your lock. A thief 
may be able to pick it or even have a 
“pass key” for it. 

At a beach parking area, | watched a 
fellow use double chains with two 
different locks. I asked him, “Why the 
double set-up?” 

“I’m a lifeguard here,” he told me. “I 
know when the police make their 
rounds. They know my bike. Whoever 
wants to get rid of the chains and locks 
has to work against time. Why make it 
easy for them? So far it has worked.” 

One dude I met had an idea I have 
heard of before. He would remove “a 
part” without which nobody could start 
his motorcycle. 

If you ride your bike to work or to 
school and use a large parking lot 
without a checking card, you run a risk, 
I like the idea of heavy stalls for your 
motorcycle. Either ask the people in 
charge to install one or even offer to 
pay for one, if you’re rich. 

You and eight of your buddies have 
planned a motorcycle trip that will last 


five days. All of you stop at a diner and 
park your motorcycles. You don’t know 
it but you have been “fingered” and 
followed. Inside the diner a man brushes 
up against you and he tells you how 
sorry he is. You forget the incident and 
enjoy the food and the talk. When you 
get outside there are only seven 
motorcycles! Yours is missing. 

What happened? He was a 
pickpocket. He lifted all your keys. Can 
you prevent this from happening? 

My wallet and my key case are in a 
reinforced pocket that closes with a 
zipper my wife sewed in. One of the 
zippers even has a fine knife edge. Just 
let somebody try to move it and there 
will be a yell of pain. (Better wear 
gloves when you reach for your 
wallet...Ed.) It has been suggested that 
you use an inside pocket of your jacket, 
but the jacket has to be closed for high 
efficiency. 

Now we go to a slick one. It can 
fool you unless you are alert. You have 
parked your motorcycle at a diner 
again, but this time you are alone, When 
you come out you see a man on it. You 
run over to him and shout for him to 
get off. Then you see a “‘duplicate” next 
to yours, "Sorry," apologizes the man. 
“Thought it was mine.” 

He laughs. and so do you. An 
“honest” mistake that anyone could 
make. But not this time. His partner was 
watching. If you didn’t come out, that 
fellow would have ridden away with 
your motorcycle, and his partner would 
get on the other one. If it should 
happen to you and you come out just in 
time, take a good look at him and get a 
description to give to the police. Run 
your eyes over the numbers on his 
license plate. Later you can call the 
police, tell them what happened, and 
you are pressing no charges. They will 
check out the owner. Maybe it was an 
honest mistake and then again, maybe it 
wasn't. 

You have gone to a meet on a 
wonderful day. The sun is in the sky 
and everyone is most pleasant, all calling 
each other by first name. One fellow 
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I can bag your bike 





_comes over to you. “Hi, Jim, haven't 


seen you for sometime. Say that’s some 
bike you've got. Mind if I take a spin on 
it? Thinking of buying one for myself.” 

If you say, “Go ahead” you may 
never see it again. A quick run across 
the road, up the hill, and to the van 
waiting for it. And you fell for it? My 
own view. is to never lend! That's 
playing it safe. Any excuse will do; 
"Got it tuned up so fine, I want nothing 
to happen;" *'If there's an accident, you 
know I am responsible;" or "Anyone 
who runs it is just plain little me.” If 
your closest pal wants to try it, it is up 
to you. But remember when he comes 
back with it, then that fellow will ask 
you. 

Say that your motorcycle has been 
stolen and later it has been found with 
six others by the police. Could you 
positively identify it? Even when it has 
been given a new paint job, new and 
different accessories added, and a new 
set of numbers? 

In my home city, citizens have been 
advised to etch their Social Security 
numbers on items that may be stolen 
from their homes. You can use this idea 
with. your motorcycle. Where would 
you engrave the SS numbers? Inside 
your headlight? Inside your tail light? 
Go ahead and figure out.some places 
yourself, 

From, time to time people ask me 
about electronic devices on the market 
as a protection. I pass no comment on 
any of these. In fact I think you can rig 
up some by yourself. Suppose 
somebody were to lift your parked 
motorcycle up from the ground to put 
it into a panel truck. You could rig up a 
small tape recorder that would go into 
action blasting “Help! They are stealing 
me! Call the police." Try your ingenuity 
with this one. 

If you have the extra change to spare 
and use a public garage, how safe is your 
cycle? Read the disclaimer of liability 
that is posted in the garage. Does the 
garage man insist that you and everyone 
else leave the keys with him? You can 
be given any reason for this procedure, 
but one thing is certain. Anyone with 
larceny in his heart can make a 
duplicate set of your keys. A month 
later your motorcycle is stolen — three 
hundred miles from home base, or they 
might take it right there when they 
figure out the lunch or supper break of 
the main attendant. 

You may actually be held up and 
have your motorcycle stolen from right 
under your nose. (Remember, the 
author lives; in. New York...Ed.) You 
may be fishing at a nice secluded spot, 
and suddenly face a masked man who 
takes your keys and your wallet from 
you. He then handcuffs you to a bar or 
ties you up. You can shout for help. Or 
on the highway you could get cut off by 
a truck, You stop, mad and ready for 
something. But you're not ready for a 
holdup and the loss of your motorcycle. 
In. this situation, don't take a chance, 
You have an advantage in that, you can 
cut away from the highway or turn back 
almost in a split second. Even if it 
happened to be the mistake of a dumb 
bunny driver, play it safe. (This means 
run...Ed.) 

Finally, what about the law of self 
defense? You may give up your 
motorcycle peacefully and then be 
beaten to a pulp, crippled for life, or 
even killed. Or nothing may be done to 
you and then you decide to go into 
action, and get a bullet next to your 
heart. Since I can't predict with 
certainty what the hold up man will do, 
it is tough to tell you what to do. 
Generally speaking the law says you can 
defend yourself and your property from 
somebody trying to take it away from 
you. Strange as it may seem, you can’t 
use “excessive” force, (beat him to a 
pulp) for then you may find yourself 
called the “aggressor.” If weapons are 
used against you, then you can defend 
yourself with even makeshift weapons; 
chain, belt, fire extinguisher, etc. Sit 
down in a comfortable chair and 
visualize what can happen and how you 
would react now. 

A motorcycle is something 
wonderful to own. You want to keep it 
and never get careless even for a minute. 
As one ex-owner said sadly ; *You won't 
believe it. All I did was to go to the 
men's room at the filling station. My 
motorcycle just wasn't there when I 
came out." e.

To 
join the club, all you need is an avid 
interest in motorcycle riding, and you 
must be 40-ycars-old or above. How's 
that for requirements? 

Winners in the Old Timers Club 


competition were Robert E. Abbott 
(Suz), Amateur; Jim Hayes (Mai), 
Novice; ; John Maroney Sr. (Mai), Master; 
and James Burgess (Mai), Expert. 

There were four complaints, three 
directed at the CRC and the other at 
Mother Nature. Due to a 
misunderstanding on the second moto, 
the Combined 250-Open Expert and 
Intermediate class found itself with four 
laps instead of six. A certain rider who 
entered as an Open Beginner, then blew 
the Open Novices off the course was 
disqualified as a “cherry picker.” The 
“sportsmanlike” rider took offense at 
this and was considerably upset, 
although CRC officials offered to allow 
him to take on the Open Novice 
competition in the second and third 
motos. This fine gentleman told the race 
director to get (censored), then left the 
track. There seemed to be a lack of 
flagmen in two particularly dangeroùs 
areas where there probably should 
have been yellow flag wavers. A very 
strong wind, despite the supreme efforts 
of the park water truck, kept the 
ground very dry. As you might guess, 
dry ground has this nasty habit of 
moving around in a strong wind. 

There could be little doubt about it, 
the 250 Beginner, Division II race was 
the best (and tightest), event of the long 
day. A total of only six points separated 
the first five places in the bitterly 
contested race, with no less than three 
different riders.. .one of whom wasn't 
even in the running for first place 
overall...winning a moto during the 
day. In the end, Marty Westerman, 
riding a Honda, was the winner with a 
point to spare. Second place points were 
all even, but a better finish on the final 
moto gave Keith Phelan (Hon), second 
place overall. Ken Tate (Hon), finished 
in third place. 

Four events were deadlocked at three 
points for first and second place riders, 
with everything riding on the final 
moto. Leonard Compton (Yam), nipped 
Renee Baker (Yam), at 60 Minibike, 
under 14. In the 175-250cc Veteran 
race, John Schroeder (Pen), defeated 
second-placer Herb Potter (Pen). Then 
came the 175 Beginner race, with Rene 
Arrieta (Hon), knocking off Ralph 
Hoffman (Yam), by a solo point. 
Finally, beautiful Lori Payne (YZ), had 
her hands full, but finally came out one 
point ahead of second-placer Sandy 
Gonzales (Hon), in the Power Puff 
competition. 


Six races could be classed as “‘tight;” 
highly competitive all the way from 
start to finish. Two points were the 
difference between first and third place 
in the Open Novice competition, with 
Alan R. Olson (Mai), winner of the first 
moto, the overall champion. Finishing 
in second place was Richard Kelsey 
(CZ), who grabbed the victory on the 
third moto. Mike Calascibetta (Mai), 
who won the second moto, finished in 
third place. And the Open Beginner 
competition was very tight, with Jim 
Duffy (Mai), a narrow one-point winner 
over second-placer Bruce Bornhurst 
(Suz). Duffy had a two point lead 
entering the final moto, then allowed 
Bornhurst to win, making it very close. 
It was very tight at 250 Novice entering 
the final moto, but Ron Winkelman 
(Yam), proved he was made out of 
winning material, zapping second-placer 
Michael Jimenez (Hon), by three points 
in the end. 

Finishing this item with the final 
three tight races, three points separated 
first from third place at 250 Beginner, 
Division I. Ronnie Cardoza (Hon), who 
won his first and third motos, was the 
eventual winner. Cardoza received very 
stiff competition from second. place 
finisher Don Dixon (Yam), and third 
place finisher Art Dart (CZ). In the 125 
Novice action, Tommy Luera (Hon), 
who won only his second moto, came 
out on top of the heap, two points 
ahead of second place finisher Ed Boggs 
(Hon), who won the first moto. Final 
tight race of the day was the 125 
Intermediate encounter, where four 
points separated first from third place. 
Earl Easson (Car), turned wins on his 
first and third motos into the overall 
victory, with Richard See (Hon), who 
won the second moto, finishing in 
second place. Third place went to 
Manuel Ballestero (Hon), who is a 
newcomer to Intermediate competition 
and looks like a fine prospect for the 
future. .

It used to be that if you character- 
ized American culture as an organ- 
ism, then you could also charac- 
terize Harley-Davidson riding as 


the “wild” (or most prevalent) 
motorcycling gene in the recrea- 
tional chromosome. Once in 
awhile you ran across a foreign 
motorcycle riding “mutant” (or 
different) gene in this chromosome, but 
due to the social environment, the 
"mutants" were kept few and far 
between by natural selection, 

But now the environment has shifted 
for the American culture organism, and 
that shift in the environment favors the 
formerly ‘‘mutant’’ genes. 
Consequently, natural selection 
disfavored the “wild” gene, and it faded 
from prominence. Now, foreign (mostly 
Japanese) motorcycle riding is the 
*wild" (or most prevalent) gene, and 
Harley-Davidson riding is the “mutant” 
(or different) gene. 

Different — that’s how you have to 
consider big-inch Harley-Davidsons in 
1974 to be able to understand why and 
how they exist in the face of an 
onslaught of faster, lighter, more 
technically advanced, more reliable with 
fewer maintenance requirements, and 


cheaper machinery from across the 
Pacific. (The Atlantic doesn’t count as 
much, these days.) Different. 

The Sportster has been around in its 
basic form since the 1950s. Early 
models were the fastest motorcycles 
available in America, had 900cc, shook 
an awful lot, took a hefty kick to start, 
and screamed “masculinity.” When the 
Sportster was first offered with electric 
starting in the middle sixties, only about 
ten percent of the customers. ordered 
the option — electric starters were for 
sissies, and Sportsters weren’t for sissies. 
Now, reflecting a more convenience 
oriented industry and changing 
customer values (like wanting to be able 
to walk away if your Sportster misfires 
while starting) over 75% of the now 
1000cc (997.5cc to be exact) Sportsters 
sold have electric starting. Even so, the 
“stud” image of the original stud bike 
(as the slicks call them) remains its 
strongest point. 

It vibrates a bit less now, at a level 
you can live with, (but still high enough 
to blur the odometer at 60 MPH). It 
comes with turn signals, Japanese built 


forks, brakes that work, Japanese 
instruments, a standard equipment 
alarm, a good fork lock, and, in the 
form we tested it, that wonderfully 
strong electric starter with beefed up 
electrical system to match. With the 
1974 Sportster, you can bea bad dude 
and still have some of the comforts 
associated with state-of-the-art 
motorcycling. 

It still is, though, different in 
concept, execution, and sales appeal

from other machines available to the 
prospective motorcycle owner. 
Actually, people who buy Harley 
Sportsters do not necessarily buy 
motorcycles, and people who buy 
motorcycles do not necessarily even 
consider Sportsters.

Some 
people would never buy anything but 
one of the big inch mothers. Others 
would not, even though they have never 
even sat on one, consider owning one.

Right hand, up-for-up, 1-N-2-3-4 














. Some swear by them, others. swear atp 
them, as one might swear at a reminder 
of one's inglorious, youthful, and often 
bizarre past. 

The ownership of a Sportster is more 
a state of mind and ego than it is a part 
of contemporary American 
motorcycling. People who buy 
Sportsters do not buy them for the 
reasons people buy other motorcycles, 
but rather for the reason people buy 
Sportsters by the bushel, year in and 
year out, every one Harley-Davidson can 
make, the same reasons people keep 
coming back to Harley dealers even 
after off years. (Like in 1971, when 
80% of all Sportsters sold blew the 
entire transmission within 100 miles of 
purchase, due to a malfunction in the 
factory heat. treating process. Three 
years and $1 million later the trouble 
has been well taken care of.) 


The Sportster is an image going back 
to the days when bikers were hoods and 
bad-asses, when exhausts were loud, gas 
was available, and motorcyclists adapted 
to machines, machines were not adapted 
to motorcyclists. Maybe everyone needs 
to get back to the bad-ass feeling once 
in awhile, and if so, the Sportster is the 
way to do it. 


The worst thing (or the best thing, 
depending on your usual state of ego) 
about the bike is that it promotes and 
encourages that rowdy feeling. You ride 
the torquey mutha for a time, and all 
the dudes on other stock Sportsters, 
slightly modified Sportsters, and 
full-blown choppers trailing long, greasy 
hair, wearing dingy jeans and engineer 
boots with chain ornaments wave and 
ask you how it's going. You're not just 
out riding — you're one of them — 
Harley people of the younger, almost 
counter-culture category. The feeling 
grows, and you find yourself doing 
things you wouldn't normally — 
blipping the throttle extra high while 
downshifting (to get out that last 
decibel of noise), gassing it a lot at low 
revs to hear that long, mellow, drawn 
out (but still too loud) H-D exhaust note, 
openly staring at women lustfully as 
they walk the street, daring their male 
companions to say something (They 
usually don’t — they believe the image 
thing, too). 

But when you get home and park it 
after one last blip of the throttle, you 
feel good. What the Sportster seems to 
do more than anything is to tear down 
all the facades and polish and remind 
man that he is, even after all the fancy 
lights and turn signals and electric 
starters, an animal. Brutish is nature and 
calling, the Sportster brings man face to 
face with his primal feelings, and then 
returns him refreshed or embarrassed or 
both. They aren't kidding when they 
talk about a "Harley experience." 

There are a lot of people who do not 
like that unvarnished remnant of 
themselves escaping, and they don’t buy 
Sportsters. 

The perfect bike for a guy with an 
ego problem (“It makes you feel bad!“ 
said one rider.) attracts a lot of 
attention, and deserves it. It looks good. 

Our test bike started easily, and 
warmed up quickly. Sportsters run hot, 
and that’s one reason the average one 
needs a top end job after 30,000 miles. 
The factory, aware of this, is arranging 
to sell Lockhart Oil Coolers under the 
Harley-Davidson name and encourage 
owners to install one. 

The right hand shift (That all changes 
next year.) has a very long throw, 
making it necessary to lift your foot 
clear off the peg to upshift the four 
speed trans. It isn’t hard to make those 
shifts smoothly, and the incredible 
torque the engine puts out means four 
gears is all that are needed. 

The power characteristics of 
Sportsters are very unusual. Dyno tests 
show that the maximum torque occurs 
at around 2500 RPM, dropping off 
sharply at about 3000 RPM. The bike 
will pull from idle at 500 RPM like a 
tractor, and like a Patton tank from 
2000-3000 RPM, where it seems to be 
most happy. It will rev easily to 6500 
RPM (the red line), but the power surge 
between 2000 RPM and 3000 RPM is 
not felt anywhere else in the RPM 


range. 
The favorite RPM range works well 
because the RPM-to-road speed 


relationship in fourth gear is roughly 
RPM equals one half speed times 100. 
So, at 50 MPH the engine is turning 


. 2500 RPM, right at the maximum. if 
~ torque level and at 60 MPH it turns | 
about 3000 RPM. The higher the speed 
above 70 MPH (at 3500 RPM), the 
greater discrepancy in favor of higher 


speed and the 
relationship). 

The Sportster in its current form is 
not especially quick or fast, as current 
day superbikes go. In fact, an old 
four-speed humpback tank Honda 450 
wrung out to the limit gave the 
Sportster a good run up to around 60 
MPH. The difference was that the 
Honda was running close to 8000-9000 
RPM the whole time and the Harley 
never topped 6000 RPM. 

While the Sportster is not especially 
quick or fast, it does always have 
enough power on tap for any given 
situation in road use. You don't have to 
worry about dropping three gears to get 
enough power to go up a hill or speed 
up — just dial it on and let the V twin 
do the work. 

The bike reaches 90 MPH easily, and 
with the stock gearing will probably pull 
over 110 MPH. We don't know for sure, 
as our insurance rates are already high 
enough without us getting busted during 
the great California 55 MPH limit 
crackdown. The engine is not too happy 
at that kind of revs for long, though, 
but then who goes over 100 MPH in 
these days of dry gas stations? 

The Sportster gets about 45 miles per 
gallon average including around town, 
twisty-turny stuff, a few burnouts, and 
a 55 MPH freeway limit. With “only a 


lower RPM (per 





two gallon tank and a gas cap that leaks 
badly when the tank is full, the bike is 
clearly impractical in these days of long 
stretches without gas. A four gallon 
optional tank is available for about $70 
at time of purchase, and the Sportster 
owner who plans on going just about 
anywhere either needs that optional 
tank or a one gallon can and a good 
siphon hose to carry with him. 


There's a grease fitting on the shift 
lever. 

The seat “pocket” is too far forward 
in relationship to the bars and pegs, at 
least for one long-armed tester. The seat 
is too hard for anything but around 
town riding, but options are available. 
At stop lights, the underside of a rider's 
right thigh rests on the hot oil tank cap, 
which weeps oil onto his Levis. While 
moving, the air cleaner prevents hugging 
the gas tank with the right knee, but 
you get used to it. 

Oil ran down the sidestand because 
the automatic chain oiler was set too 
high and lubed the entire bottom of the 
engine cases. It did a good job on the 
chain, though. 

The Bendix pumper carb worked 
pretty well, and throttle response was 
perfect. The throttle finally has a spring 
return, and the spring is not too stiff for 
rider comfort. 

The controls were well situated and 
worked as well as most. The control 
modules looked very nice, too. The turn 
signals are activated by pushing a button 
on the left control module for the left 
flashers, and one on the right module 
for the right flashers. When the buttons 
are released, the signals stop, eliminating 
any tendency to forget to cancel the 
signals in traffic. The front turn signals 
are tucked in, and both front and rear 
signals themselves are cleanly styled. 
The lights are turned on by turning the 
ignition switch one click past “On.” 


The horn is without a doubt the best 
in the motorcycle industry, and it has 
its own slop-filled rubber mounting 
between the cylinders to keep it 
vibration free. You can really hear it. 


The headlight itself looked like it 
came straight off an Ossa Pioneer, but 
the local Harley dealer wasn't sure if it 
was the same. The lighting was 
inadequate for a machine with the speed 
capabilities of the Sportster. It was not 
much worse than the lighting on the big 
bore Japanese bikes, but when a bike 
can travel at 70 MPH and over, it just 
needs more. 


Two idiot lights (generator and oil 
pressure) lived in the funny looking 
panel between the unwavering Nippon 
Seiki clocks, and a muted one (high 
beam indicator) lived in the tachometer. 
There was no neutral light and we 
missed it. There also was no safety 
switch (as Honda has) to prevent using 
the electric starter unless the bike is in 
neutral or the clutch is disengaged. One 
tester came out from work one day to 
discover the hard way that someone had 
left the locked bike in gear after sitting 
on it. Ever try to catch 500 pounds of 
Sportster, a pile of article folders, a Bell 
Star, and a Thermos bottle before they 
hit the ground all at once? 


The clutch worked just fine and took 
all the abuse we could give it. 

The only thing that broke and/or 
malfunctioned on thé bike was the front 
seat mount, which somehow bent and 
came loose, or came loose and bent. 
Nothing fell off, but the front exhaust 
pipe/muffler joint leaked exhaust right 
up at the rider. 

In spite of short travel, the shocks 
worked well. The forks were “freeway 
expansion joint stiff" in the Japanese 
tradition. Neither end did anything 
scary-bad in corners, like wobble or 
wallow. The limiting fáctor in cornering 
is tire tread. The tires are squared-off 
special safety Goodyears designed for 
the trick Harley-Davidson safety rims. 
With this combination, a flat tire will 
not come off the rim before you know 
what happened. In fact, it is usually 
possible to ride the set-up into a service 
facility (not too fast, though) in case of 
a flat. That's a good thing because the 
bike has no center stand or tool kit. to 
facilitate tube repair. 

Before you run out of tread and 
dump yourself on the street, you get 
plenty of predictable warning. When 
stuffed past their limits into a corner, 
the tires start a seriés of slight slips to 
let you know to ease up. Nothing 
grounds on either side. In spite of the 
tread “‘squareness,” the Sportster can be 
hustled through corners faster than 
most people think when first riding it. It 
is uncannily stable and goes where it is 
pointed. 

The front disc brake is a one-finger 
application number, with very good 
power and feel. It is one of the better 
brakes available on street bikes today, 
even better working (and looking) than 
last year's model. 

Some people who know their 
business (motojournalism) advised us to 
make sure to say that the Sportster “is a 
garbage wagaon.”’ Why? “It falls apart.” 

Ours did not fall apart. It did not 
shake too badly. We still like the 
Hondas and the Kawasakis and maybe 








even the Suzukis better for what we do 
(which is ride a bike for basic 
transportation every day of the week, 
and not own a car) but somebody out 
there is buying all the Sportsters Harley 
can make. We suspect they require more 
maintenance time than the Japanese 
roadsters, just as the English bikes do, 
but we didn’t have to do anything (The 
chain didn’t even go out of adjustment.) 
except add gas often with that little 
tank. 

We know that there is a lot of 
involvement on the part of the rider 
with that engine, which dominates the 
Sportster, and the sound it leaves 
behind, which dominates the Sportster 
image. We know people buy them. We 
know people ride them. We almost 
understand why. The Sportster, 
whatever reasons people give, stands 
alone. Hated by many, loved by many, 
it just keeps on coming. 

If you've got the bucks and it suits 
your style, you can't lose. If you don't,

Three loops and a Le Mans

The DRA 


pulled a switch on its 


usual Hare Scrambles format, much 
to the consternation of us older 
riders. The loops were supposed to 


be short and many of us were 
anticipating a nice, fast, easy run 
and an early trip home. DRA 
officials measured the loops care- 
fully and decided that twice around 20.5 
miles was only a trail ride. To make it a 
real race, we needed three loops. And, 
what better way to start such a race but 
with a good old-fashioned Le Mans start. 
This is the same as giving a 100 yard 
handicap in favor of the teenagers with 
the Yamahas that start if you even sneeze 
near the kickstarter. 

The run to the burning bomb was a 
blast. Flat and fast, it was made even 
faster since DRA imported (from 
mysterious California City) aroad grader 
to knock the berms off the several road 
crossings between the start and the 
bomb. 

Experience must have had some basis 
in fact, since the leaders to the bomb 
were mostly “‘older and wiser?” Joe La 
Porte was first to the bomb with Gus 
Paull, Bill Carr and John Klug right up 
there, too. Joe was really flying but ran 
out of runway about a quarter mile past 
the bomb, where he got off very hard in a 
series of choppy ditches. He was 
definitely out of the race. Also starting an 
early battle were Glade Goodrich and 
Wayne Moose who went dueling past the 
bomb and kept up a fight to the finish, of 
the race, that is. 

After some broken field running, the 
course dropped into a high-speed 
sandwash and then to a higher speed 
road. This is where the “go-fasters”’ got to 
go faster! The course then went straight 
into some small hills that offered one nice 
little jump, lots of bushes to duck, and 
one small and rocky hill. It was the old 
desert story: boy meets bike, bike meets 
rock, rock bites tire, boy and bike bite 
dirt. Traveling sideways down a hill at 50 
MPH is guaranteed to increase your 
pucker power. 


Bill Carr had the lead by this point and 
streaked past check one with Gus Paull 
breathing hot Husky-breath on his rear 
tire. They chased the course through 
some fun trails, flat-tracked around a 
fence, wailed down a short road, and 


- headed across some flatland for the ridge. 


At least it was the ridge during practice 
rounds, in the race it was only the ridge. 
When going slow, the narrow, twisty trail 
gave you a very clear view of exceedingly 
toothsome rocks. Going fast enough to 
blur your vision was the key. I talked to 
the top six riders and they all thought the 
course was very fast and the raunchy 
ridge a piece of cake (marble, of course). 
The only problem was in trying to pass, 
but if you waited until the last downhill, 
there was more passing opportunity than 
most people wanted. 

The hill was short, steep and rocky 
with a sharp left turn immediately at the 
bottom that required some 
concentration. From here to the home 
check was a flat out run with more 
smoothed over road crossings and 
nothing to slow you down except an 
occasional wandering pick-up. 

The home check was right in the 
middle of some real exotics, two 
well-bermed motocross turns! Road 
graders, it seems, are good for more than 
knocking off road edges. They can also 
build up some fair turns. Riders who 
hadn’t practiced found themselves 
wishing they hadn’t passed over that 
magazine article on squaring off corners 
without rounding off your inside foot. 

That was only loop one. Three more 
of the same to go. About this time, Gus 
Paull had enough dust to eat and got past 
Carr. The battle continued but Bill 


couldn't find more cubes than he started 


with and Gus' big-bore Husky held the 
lead from here to the end. 

The pattern of duels continued into 
third and fourth place, with John Klug 
and John Steen comparing their 250's for 





the entire race. Klug had the edge until 
the final half mile when Steen finally 
found that lost three MPH he'd been 
looking for and squeeked by to finish 
third over Klug. 

Not to be left out, Ken Brown and 
Dale Owens had their own high-speed 
dialogue going, with Ken topping out at 
the fifth spot and Dale getting sixth. 

I'm sure this sort of one on one 
competition went on all down the line, 
but I'll mention at least one more. Tom 
Muto, a long-time desert rider, was right 
up front at the bomb but picked up Eddie 
Watkins for a shadow almost 
immediately. Eddie got by mid-way in 
the first loop and, in spite of a valiant 
effort, Tom was not able to regain that 
position, 

Personal battles extended to the 
Beginner race also. Craig Kinnaman and 
B. Kransky arrived first and 
simultaneously at the bomb but Kransky 
experienced some difficulty and finished 
somewhat back in the pack while 
Kinnaman held on to take third. e. 


Saddleback hillclimb

Pretty Alice 
Hudnall managed a second. 

The hill was finally conquered by the 
250 stockers, the biggest class of the 
day. First to get over was Ian 
Nascimento. He hit the top in a fast 
time, but that last six inches took him 
nearly two full minutes to get over. It 
took a lot of work and near falls, but he

In the 250 Modified class, Doug Hall 
managed a first on his highly modified 
Bultaco. The surprise in this class came 
when Ron Sutter on a Honda took 
second place. 

Some of the most exciting racing 
came in the 360 stock and modified 
classes.. Bill Estes took his first in the 
stock class by going to 553 feet from 
the highest starting point of the day. By 
the time he made his last run, the 
starting point had been moved up to the 
470 foot mark. Just getting away from 
the start is an amazing feat from this 
point. Craig Mock, in the modified class, 
matched Estes and took home top brass. 

As well prepared as the hill was, the 
400 bikes and bigger, had no trouble 
going over from the bottom. In fact, 
few had trouble going over from the 
number two start. Kerry Peterson took 
first place in both the 400 stock and 
modified classes, and teammates Chuck 
Peterson and Craig Mock handled the 
450 stock and modified. 

Bob Day, on a thumping BSA took 
first place in the 500 stock class, with 
Earl Whetsell and his Yamaha taking 
home the brass in the modified. There 
weren't enough 650s to: make both a 
stock and modified class, so they ran 
together, with the win going to Chuck 
Key on a stock 650 Triumph. 

The Open class, composed primarily 
of highly modified 750 Triumph fuel 
burners, always provide a lot of 
excitement as a climb nears its end. 
Today was no exception. It has to be 
exciting to see those bikes move so high 
on the hill that it takes three or four 
strong men to get them to the line, and 
then watch them use pure brute force to 
gain the few feet they need to win the 
class. Today many of the rides were 
exciting, many even spectacular, but 
one was beyond all that. It could only 
have been said to be unbelievable! 

Big John Bjorkman was on the line. 
He was starting from 470 feet up on the 
hill. His first try took him up to an 
amazing 591 feet, and looked good 
enough for a win. Then he came back 
for his second try. This time he got off 
the line, fought his bike into a straight 
projectory, and went right over the top! 
No one, including Big John, thought it 
could be done. Every spectator went 
wild, and Big John took home the BIG 
brass. He won his class, and without a 
doubt, he was the best, the overall, the 
TOP eliminator!

Assault on the plate 








Ken Roberts 


By Bill Spencer 


The trials and tribulations of Ken 
Roberts’ assault on the AMA num- 
ber one plate unfold into a story 
right out of Dickens’ “Great Ex- 


pectations.” The attitude of pro- 
fessionals differ and Ken Roberts 
is certainly different without be- 
ing diffident. 

Part of the story unfolds at the 
temporary camp of Ken, wife Pat, and 
his business partner and friend Jim 
Doyle, Pan American Airways pilot and 
sometime motorcycle rider, set in the 
scenic foothills of the San Francisco 
peninsula. It makes for a far cry from 
what one might expect in the progress 
of a professional motorcycle rider, and 
how he got where he is today. 

Just East of Modesto, California, lies 
some of the finest bottom land in the 
world. Its uses in agriculture are many 
from food crops to grazing land for 
cattle to wine vineyards. The Central 
Valley of California thrives on the uses 
of its land. 

The people of the Central Valley 
aren't much different from other people 
where agriculture is the dominant 
economic activity and so the farmers, 
cattleman and vintners are pretty much 
in control of what goes on in this little 
world. 

At age 11, Kenny Roberts was 
working in a stable near his Dad's farm 
training Tennessee Walkers for some of 
the landed gentry. His lifestyle was 
centered around the farm and, while not 
wealthy by any stretch of the 
imagination, he didn't want for the 
necessities of life.  . 

One day, one of the local youngsters 
showed up with a minibike, powered by 
a little Briggs & Stratton engine and 
Kenny thought that was just about the 
greatest-thing he had ever seen. 

“The weird thing about this 
contraption is that 1 thought that when 
you got on and rode, the throttle should 
work the opposite of the way it did and 
so when I went to shut it off after my 
first thirty feet, I went the other way. It 
went faster and hit the house trailer. 
Really, if you don't have any idea of 
how it works, the logical thing would be 
for your hand to turn away from you to 
shut off, not on." 

Young Mr. Roberts had a logical and 
methodical mind and being creative and 
liking to work with his hands, he went 
home, took a lawn mower engine, put it 
on a World War II paratrooper bike 
frame, added a fan belt drive and had 
his own minibike to haul his skinny 
little body around. 

While his Dad wasn’t too concerned 
with this toy, Ken’s Mom didn’t give it 
her blessing. Finally, one day, he got off 
pretty hard, 

"| got into a bad deal one day and 
had to lay it down and my Mom was 
watching and so after I stopped sliding, 
I got up real fast to show her that I was 
ail right and that motorbikin' was neat. 
'The only thing was that I tore up my leg 
pretty bad. She was pretty cool about it 
all." 

Ken's first real motor was a Honda 
50. Together with his brother Rick, he 
used to ride the levees in the area. 

“I rode that Honda about a year and a 


half and never even took out the plug. I 
was one of the real great canal bank 
riders in those days, once I even went 
into the canal. By accident, of course. 

“I traded that Honda in on a Tohatsu 
50 because it looked better. Even 
though it wasn’t as good as the Honda, 
that’s what I started racing on. I wasn’t 
really interested in racing bikes ‘cause I 
still liked horses but I used to go to the 
races with Merle Mills and his son, Dave. 
We went to Madera once and I couldn’t 
believe how slow those guys were going. 
So, finally, after watching a couple of 
races I wanted to get my sportsman 
card. My Mom wasn’t for it at all but 
my Dad signed for me and I got the 
number 133V from Len Allen.” 

Kenny’s first experience with racing 
is comparable to all histories of “the 
nervous kid out to set the world on 
fire.” 

“The track was up in Roseville, a 
grass track and really pretty neat. I got 
the bike out and went to mix my gas 
with Blendzall but had my problems 


there. You're supposed to mix a can to 


four gallons. Well, I mixed four ounces 
to the can and, of course, it seized." 


On the starting line of the heat race, 
Ken lined up next to Merle Mills’ 
Tohatsu and even before the starter 
could get to the flags, the young and 
very intense Roberts had his engine 
WFO and was planning strategy for the 
first corner. 

"I guess Merle finally got my 
attention and got me to slow down a 
bit. I was real nervous and wher. the 
starter would move, I would be ready. 
Well, it finally got under way and I 
passed everybody in the first turn and 
when I got to the second corner it 
seized.” 

The only consistent thing that Kenny 
did with that bike was to never finish a 
race, But things weren’t all bad as Merle 
had a Hodaka 90 and he would let Ken 
ride it and Ken liked it so much that he 
hounded his parents into buying one. 

“I guess I was really heavy in the 
hounding department. They weren’t for 
it at all but I was pretty persistent and 
finally they gave in. When I first started 
racing it, I really fell a lot. I even flipped 
it over backwards one night at Lodi and 
still wound up second in the heat. In the 
Main, I was leading and this guy on a 
Honda was pretty close. You could hear 
it. We were running up on the bank then 
and when it came time for me to shut 
off for the corner, it sounded like the 
guy was right behind me, so I thought I'd 
be cool and gas it through the corner. 


ae 
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Boy, that was the neatest endo ever 
done coming down that bank." 

Ken Roberts rode the Lodi night 
scene the summer of 1968 and, with a 
succession of second place finishes, he 
finished second in the high point awards 
and that was about the last time he 
accepted second as his best effort. 

“I started riding for this outfit in 
Modesto on a 100cc Kawasaki and was 
winning but then they sold the bike, so 
I was out of a ride. I went to buy this 
Bul from a guy but it had transmission 
problems, so I went over to Cliff 
Aksland’s in Manteca and he put me on 
this Suzuki. It was a 125 and he let me 
ride it at Madera. I was about half a lap 
ahead in the Main when a little. screw 
came loose and lodged in the rotary 
valve and instead of going through and 
jamming in the piston, it held there and 
started squeeking away until it chewed 
up the whole operation. I was real 
unhappy about that. But, that's when 
Cliff decided to sponsor me and so he 
built another one of those kits and I 
rode for him on that for about a year. 

The. 1969 season was favored to 
the farm boy from Modesto. District 36 
had been producing some pretty good 
riders from the sportsman ranks with 
Jim Rice, Mark Brelsford, and Jim 
Odom hot on the pro scene. Ken 
finished that year with a ninth in the 
black plate contest. The top twenty 
riders get to put on black plates for the 
next season to show off just how good 
they are and in early 1970, Ken Roberts 
was just about ready to show off. 
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Roberts leading the heat at the 1972 Race of Champions at San Jose. 





His first effort in the Pro scene was 
as a rank Novice on an indoor surface. 
The first Saturday night of 1970 was 
the traditional time for watching new 
numbers and the Cow Palace saw.a new 
Novice machine with 80Y' on it. There 
was much attention paid to that number 
as it had belonged to an old local 
favorite; Jim Rice. 

Ken lived up to that number in his 
first experience on the concrete by 
finishing a respectable third behind the 
then unbeatable Mark Brelsford. 

“The motors were really competitive 
and reliable. I had good help from Bud 
Aksland. Jim Doyle came into the 
picture and I even rode Brian O'Hagen's 
Montesa in a sportsman scrambles. We 
had Mario Campetti come down to 
Ascot and work on the motors and we 
won 14 straight." 

Having the likes of Mario Campetti 
from Selby Motors and Bud Aksland, 
the Expert professional, on your team is 
a good sign that you have what it takes 
and team development was well om its 
way toward big time development. 

Ken made very few appearance on 
the sportsman circuit from that point, 
but one he did make was the annual 
Modesto spring scrambles and the one 
man that beat him in the Open Expert 
Main, and is still beating most of them 
to this day had some interesting words. 
Ray Huff is definitely one of the Over 
the Hill Gang; at the time, he was 39. 

“J just knew that kid was gonna be 
one of the great ones. Back in the old 
days, me and Bug and Dick Hammer 
used to really get it on once in a while, 
but it’s been a while since I’ve seen a kid 
this good come along. He’s tough to 
beat.” 

That comes as some kind of 
compliment from this veteran who is 
one of the toughest. When one beats 
Ray Huff, one remembers. 

On to the Scott/Roberts duel. 

"Me and Gary got to know each 
other pretty well right off. He and I 
were-the only ones running out front 


and we used to get into some pretty 
good dices. He started out riding a 
Bultaco while I rode the twin Suzuki on 
the half mile and the Montesa on the TT 
course. | won the most races but had 
some bike problems. As a Junior, when 
he got on the Triumph 750 and I got on 
the Yamaha 650, it seemed like we 
didn't have any troubles, he would win. 
So I was the Novice winner and he won 
the Junior. I won more Nationals than 
he did, but he couldn't get around to 
them as well." : 

It wasn't too long into the first 
season when Jim Doyle came onto the 
scene as Ken's sponsor/promoter and 
when the details were worked out, Ken 
signed a contract with Doyle and the 
team of Doyle/Roberts was formed. 

“Jim and I talked one night and I 
said that I would split 50/50 with him 
and he would help with sponsoring and 
expenses, It’s still a good deal as it 
helped me when I was a Junior and a 
Novice and now it's paying him some 
bucks, too. I knew that I couldn't live 
on the money that is made from Novice 
racing and so with Jim paying the 
expenses, I could just concentrate on 
the racing." 

The friendship must be really great 
because there is no written contract to 
this day, yet they remain close friends 
and Jim still spends much of his time 
trying to promote Ken and assist in 
business dealings. 

Ken and Jim started talking with 
Yamaha late in his Novice year. All this 
was to make a profound difference in 
both the career of Ken Roberts and the 
Yamaha Team outlook. 

“IT went to Houston in ‘71 with some 
real good equipment and qualified 
fastest. Then in the first heat, I was 
running third when this guy fell in front 
of me and I hit him and that was it for 
the TT. I got off the line in the Short 
Track bad and Gary was leading it but | 
got back into shape pretty good and 
won that." y 


Ken Roberts and the Houston 


Astrodome have mixed emotions about 
each other. For three straight years, he 
has killed his engine in the TT and for 
three straight years he has won the 
Short Track. 

Reading off the racing results for the 
rest of 1971 brings out the type of luck 
associated with the professional racing 
business. 

“At Daytona, I lasted one lap and 
blew up. In the 250 race I got 15th but 
I won the Atlanta race the next month 
with Kel Carruthers helping me. Kel's 
the best. He is the best Yamaha has got. 
They really got behind me at Talladega 
when Vesco was building the machine 
and Kel was with him. They really ran 
good." 

By the end of his Junior year, the big 
race at Ontario showed just how good 
this kid really wás as the European 
heroes came into town and the 19 
year-old blew most of them into the 
weeds in the combined Junior/Expert 
run, 

Coming up through the ranks of 
professional motorcycle racing is a 
tough job. Jim Doyle feels that only one 
in a hundred can make the big time. 

"You just have to take the kid 
around by the hand and teach him the 
ropes. And it just takes too much time 
to do more than once in every three or 
four years." 

The attitude of all riders has a lot to 
do with success and Ken knows full well 
that you must have à good attitude 
before you can be a real winner. 

“J don’t get too much of a chance to 
watch the other Novices and Juniors 
because I’m concentrating on my own 
stuff, but it still is a big thing to have 
your head straight. I'm out to have a lot 
of fun but also to get the job- done. I 
really have to consider myself lucky to 
be with Yamaha International. All I 
really have to do is show and race. They 
bring the motors, get them going and I 
race. It’s really quite a deal.” 

Flying has become pretty much of a 
secondary life style for the 21 year-old 
speedster. Having a sponsor who is a 
professional pilot for the **world's most 
experienced airline" makes for some 
good times off the circuit and Ken had 
little trouble getting his own private 
license. Who knows? Maybe Ken will 
start flying himself to the races? 

The business of racing has been 
termed as a Cruel Sport by Bob Daley, a 
sporty car type, and it’s true. The 
inequities or racing are many and Ken 
Roberts has felt them all over the years. 

Just before the 1973 Daytona road 
race, Ken got together with A & A 
Manufacturing owner Ray Abrams and 
decided to ride a new 500 Yamaha 
single at a local event, dubbed Marathon 
Madness in San Jose. It was to prove 
disastrous for the future number one 
rider. 


“Ray and I decided to have a little 
fun before the rigors of the circuit took 
over and so we decided to ride this 
marathon. | got there early and did a 
few laps with Al Kenyon on one of his 
bikes and really felt good about it. 


Somewhere along the way I got into a 
dice with some kid and got off pretty 
hard. It didn’t bother me bad until after 
the race, on the way home, and then I 
really hurt.” 

Hurt was an understatement. In the 
process of riding the event, Ken lapped 
the entire field seven times. The event is 
a two hour dash and with a little help 
from Abrams, it was an unbelievable 
runaway. Ken would come by the 
scoring tower doing feet up slides off a 
berm in about fourth gear WFO. 

The price paid was more than it 
should have been, though, because it 
cost him any chance of doing well at 
Daytona. The severity of the injury 
wasn't noted by the doctor who treated 
the injury and am infection set in that 
still hurt a couple of weeks after ehr 
road race. 

Considering that Ken was dicing with 
Jarno Saarinen in the first few laps 
before he deflated a rear tire, not being 
able to ride with any real force due to 
the pain, Ken was about $15,000 poorer 
and a bunch of points behind what he 
might have been. All that is now under 
the bridge since he has clinched the title 
of Grand National Champion, but it 
wasn’t that easy. 

"| really feel bad about not doing 
well on my home tracks. I know that 
there a lot of people that were rooting 
for me at the San Jose Nationals and 
when I couldn't race the Mains, I really 
felt bad. I would like to have done well 
at both the Half-Mile and Mile National, 
but I guess that's racing." 

What happened tothe motors at those 
two San Jose races? The Half-Mile was a 
bummer. The point wire broke.” All 
that came after having qualified fastest, 
winning the heat and having AMA 
President J.R. Kelley present him with 
the fast time trophy. 

“The Mile was arocker arm frozen up 
in the head. I had won my heat and 
really felt good but as we were getting 
ready to go out to line up, we found 
that it wasn’t running right and we 
knew there wasn’t enough time to fix it 
so we sat it out," 

Things weren't always so grim at the 
Santa Clara County fairgrounds. The 
opening race of the year on this 
half-mile track usually comes in early 
April. Since it's the first daytime dirt 
track National, just about everybody 
shows up to test their equipment before 
going on the tour. At that first event, 
Ken blew everybody in the weeds, 
despite having been injured there only 
two months before. 

Statistics take over for the rest of the 





Sacramento 1% mile TT riding a Montesa behind Harry Raggio. 
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season with very few failures after a 
year of little things that cause Ken to 
finish elsewhere other than first. The 
highlights included a win at the 
Colorado Springs Mile where the track 
wasn't quite the best. It also made him 
the first man to win feature Nationals 
for the year. Two seconds at the TT's at 
Castle Rock and. Ascot and a DNF at 
Laguna Seca made the points race fairly 
close at the end of July Gary Scott 
wasn't looking all that bad and with 
plenty more racing to come, the hard 
work of the season was still ahead. 

"It seems that if I failed one week, 
Gary would fail the next and so the 
point count would still be close, no 
matter what position we really finished 
in." 

Four races came in the month of 
August. It is probably the hottest 
month to race. Winning isn’t everything 
in the number one plate hunt. While 
Kenny didn’t win a one, he acquired 
enough points to have a bumper against 
the Triumph team. A fourth at the 
Santa Fe Short Track, a second at 
Peoria on the big scrambles track 
followed by another second on the 
Pocono road race track and then a good 
third on Saturday night at the 
Indianapolis fairgrounds made things 
just a bit better considering that the 
competition wasn’t so consistent. The 
racing was tremendous, perhaps the best 
year of AMA racing with a new winner 
| just about every time out. It was Ken's 

consistency that brought home the title. 

"| had it clinched after the Atlanta 
thing. When they didn’t pay points after 
stopping the race, it was over. Of 
course, they have now paid points after 
Scott Brelsford’s protest, but it was still 
over at the time.” 

Talladega would be the only other 
race of the 1973 season where he 
wouldn’t make it to the checkered. He 
took fifth at the re-scheduled Terre 
Haute half-mile; a sixth in the 
five-lapper at the Atlanta dustbowl that 
sewed up the Championship followed 
by a fourth behind the green meanies at 
Ontario and a classic win in the last 
event; the Ascot half-mile, taken last 
year by rival Gary Scott. 

"It was at the Charlotte road race 
that I really felt that I had it won. I 
finished second after having started way 
back. I passed Gary and having him 
finish fifth or sixth made quite a 
difference in.the points. Then, no points 
at Atlanta and being out-horsepowered 
at Ontario to finish fourth was sort of 
anti-climactic. In this road racing thing, 
I could stay with the Kaws in the infield 
sections, but they would pretty much 
run away down the straights. Like at 
Ontario, Art Baumann and ] were 
running third and fourth. He was just in 
front going into the infield with me 
catching up a little only to lose it all, 
and more, down that long front straight. 
But wait until they see the new 700's. 
Completely outasight. 

“At the last Ascot, I was really 
feeling pretty good. Mert Lawwill had 
qualified fastest but I knew that I had it 
together. I had won the only other race 
I raced there that year when I went 
down with Bud and Skip Aksland to 

- get him started and with the way the 
bikes were running, it was really neat." 

Ken’s win at Ascot amassed an 
unheard of 2014 points with Gary Scott 
trailing in second with 1241. Even in 
second, Scott was nearly 300 points 
ahead of road racer Gary Nixon and a 
more plausible point spread. It all 
happened toward the end of the season 
because back at Laguna Seca, the points 
spread was still close, like about a 
hundred points. 

The "other" championship was the 
manufacturer's point standings. Yamaha 
had beat out Triumph by over 1000 
points and the big publicity push was 
on, big ads, and then it was time for the 
parties and revelling in one's glory. 

*Yamaha had this big party in L.A. 
for me, and when I got there, everybody 
was there except the Northern 
California press. I kind of felt bad that 
the guys who had been giving me a lot 
of good press didn’t get to come, but it 
was a real neat party and when Terry 
Tiernan handed me those tickets for a 
‘round-the-world trip, I really felt great. 
That and the $1000 dollars for winning 
the Championship just had to be the 
greatest thing you can get. Then, the 
Frakes from Modesto gave me a party 
and I got a chance to see all my old 
friends and we had such a good time 








- that when I left for my trip, the next 
morning, I was sick in just about every 
airport around the world. They'll really 
remember me for that.". — . 

Winning number one and having a 
vacation is neat but the time between 
the end of one year and the start of 
another season isn't that long even when 
the Yamaha team does all the fixing and 
all the rider has to do is show up. 

“The new season is still like it was. I 
really only have to show up at the race 
and they take care of the rest of it. I 
still go to Shell's shop and to Yamaha to 
get stuff and help out, but I only have 
to concentrate on the racing and that is 
the way to go at it. We went to Daytona 
just before Christmas to tire test and 
wring out the new 700's and they are 
really going to be something for next 
year. 

“Just starting out on them was good. 
I went out for three laps to sort out and 
get used to them and by the third I had 
gone pretty fast. Faster than last year's 
qualifying time. We rode a regular 
200-miler in the wet with no problems 
and the average speed was faster despite 
the wet. All that plus these things will 
do over (Figure classified.) down the 
front straight so things look really good 
for road racing this year. 

“For the other part of 1974, I can’t 
say much. We're getting ready to defend 
that number one spot. Shell and Bud 
Myers are fixing up the new dirt track 
motors and Kel and Pat Davis are doing 
the road racers. At Houston, I intend on 
having people wait in the corners just in 
case I fall again and if we can get 
through there all right we could have 
another good year." 

In 1974, Ken will run up against a 
couple of new kids that came up like he 
did, somewhat like he and Gary Scott 
went through in their Junior year. 

John Gennai and Rick Hocking will 
be hot contenders for rookie honors and 
with Gennai's prowess on the flat track 
and Hocking's in the short track, the 
inevitable had to be asked. Who's going 
to be your competition for 1974? 

"Everybody will be tough, just like 
last year. I’ve never ridden against either 
Gennai or Hocking except on the 
indoors so I can’t say anything about 
them, except that they are good. The 
Harley effort looks good with Brelsford 
and Scott but it is lacking in the road 
racing department. I'll use the same 
strategy as last year. I go on a 
race-by-race basis, rather then try and 
work over a whole year. I key up for a 
specific race and while it may take me a 
while to get things going at a race, by 
the Main I usually have what I want 
down right and then it's racing." 

Somewhere along the National tour, 
Ken will be taking some time out for a 
few International events. He plans on 
competing in the Easter Match series in 
England and also make a stop on the 
250 World Championship Grand Prix 
circuit. 

“IIl be going to the Dutch Grand 
Prix in June and maybe to Imola, Italy 
for the first Formula 750 race. It should 
be a lot of fun.” 

Other things will also keep the new 
Grand National Champion busy in the 
new year. Besides having a son to raise 
and houses to keep up and horses to 
ride and a golf game to practice, the 
Doyle/Roberts operation has started up 
a Ken Roberts Fan Club. Ken will have 
a monthly newsletter telling about the 
Yamaha team and the racing scene, 
giveaways, and maybe even some special 
meetings with the fans before the races, 
sort of along the lines of the All 
American Racers of Dan Gurney. 

A big difference has already appeared 
in the sport with San Francisco 
Examiner sports columnist Wells 
Twombley writing a fine story on this 
new breed of motorcycle racer, a story 
without the smart aleck comments 
showing how this sport is emerging into 
the big time. He’s right, you know. He 
even referenced the fact that some big 
name car racers aren’t making what Ken 
is and when a mass media newsman rates 
motorcycles along with or above car 
racing, that’s good. And so is Ken 
Roberts. . 





Ken had a new style of racing at the 
Golden Gate non-National mile. While 
leading the heat by a straight,
